Samples of the growing winter wheat plant 
from Indiana, literally alive with the larvm 
of the Hessian fly, were exhibited on ’Change 
yesterduy. It is one thing to read dispatches 
from the wire tellmg of damage ata dis- 
tance, but auite another when the wheat 
trade is brought face*to face with living 
germs that are sapping the life out of the win- 
ter wheat crop. The effect on even the most 
radical bear was impressive, while the buil 
had a fair chance to putin an “I told 
so.’ The wheat exhibited was plucked from 
fields in Carroll County, Ind., the banner 
wheat county of the State, by H. Kerlin and 
William Danlin of Delphi, owners of the 
fields. 

** Nobody in Chicago is any sorrier to see 
this wheat than we are to show it,”’ said Mr. 
Kerlin, ** but we feelit is simple justice to 
the farmer that the peopic who deal

in the commodities that bring us our 
bread and butter may be given a chance to 
see the actual state the wheat isin, In Car- 
roll and surrounding: counties the yield wilt 
not be over a dushel totwenty acres. That 
means a total failure of the crop practically. 
We not only own growing wheat; but also sev- 
eral elevators, and the crop ruin means that 
we will be obliged to eicse down the elevators 
for lack of grain to handle, Since Sunday 
we have beén traveling with a horse and car- 
riage through Carroll, Cass, Clinton, and Tip- 
pecanoe Counties along the line of the Wa- 
bash railway from Lafayette to Logansport, 
talking with the farmers and looking at the 
fields. .Ask a farmer how his wheat is and he 
will tell you that it is looking very bad, Ask 
him what the matter is and he will say: ‘I 
guess itis the drought.’ in every such case

breaking down of their own weight and dry- 
ing up. | 
Whole Fields Are Affected. 

‘There was a good stand of wheat every- 
where, but when once we became familiar 
with the fly germs we could tell a fieid af- 
fected as far as we could see it. The lurve 
were laid by the flies last fall. That is not an 
uncommon thing, but the dry weather ever 
since has been particularly propitious to the 
perpetuity of the germs. The,average farmer 
is just finding out what the real cause of the 
trouble is. One feature is to be noted—name- 
ly: that the pest can spread no further be- 
cause it is germinated only in the fall. That 
is to say, that it cannot affect wheat in which 
it is not already lodged. We have met and 
talked with fariners from Illinois and Ohio 
and they all tell of the same condition of 
affairs we nave reported in our State.”’ 

‘The larva of the Hessian fly is white, ob- 
long, and about a sixteenth to an eighth of an 
inch long. It is imbedded deep in the stalk 
of the wheat and more thickly in the vicinity 
of the root. The chinch bug is totally differ- 
ent and does not make its appearance at this 
season of the year. Many of the reports re- 
ceived in the last few days have spoken of the 
chinch bug at work, and those well up in the 
trade here, knowing this fact, have been in- 
clined te discount all the pest damage stories 
as being “fakes.’’ The presence of the Hes- 
sian fly grub on "Change was out of the realm 
of ** fakes,’’ however. 

Yesterday afternoon the samples were on 
exhibition in. the offices of Wright and 
Haughey and a number of the prominent men 
of the board inspected them. 

**We have been fooled by the cry of ‘Wolf, 
wolf,’ so many times,’ said James Patton, 
“that we are skeptical. I tried to bull corn

and got left. The quéstion is, ‘Over how 
much territory has the Hessian fly extended?’ 
Suppose it cleans out some counties in 
Indiann, Ohio, and possibly Illinois; this is a 
big country, and there always seems to be 
‘enough wheat in the end. However, seeing 
what the fly has actually done in Indiana Ican 
see no reason why it should not have affected 
winter wheat similarly in corresponding 
atitudes where similar conditions as regards 
lack of moisture have prevailed.”’ 
Causes the Advance in Price. 


The practical illustrations of insect damage 


‘were responsible for a great part of the two- 


cent net advance in wheat yesterday. Even 
the bulls, who have been inclined to discount 
recent damage reports, partly because they 
were sent in wholesale consignments from 
Kansas City and St. Louis, were encouraged 
not only to hold on to their wheat, but to in- 
crease their holdings. Shorts were simply 
routed, horse and foot. The only easiness 
~shown was ut the opening, and after the ad- 
vance started market was at all times 
bare of dfferings. It was a market in which 
the steady and pronounced advance was about 
the only feature. Theories as to the upturn 
are quoted below par. It is simply a market 
in the hands of the outsiders, in which bull 
news counts and bear news is disregarded. 
Outside of the cables, which are indifferent 
and show that the foreign markets are not re- 


~ sponding to the advance here, the predonder- 


ance of news is bullish.

Springfield, Ill., May 16.—{Special.]—Will- 
iam Henry Hinrichsen, Secretary of State 
and Chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral. committee, is in trouble, ._The Secretary 
of State is by virtue of law the custodian of 
the State House. The ornamentations are 
his especial charge. Tonight he is perturbed 
in spirit and he thinks he has made a mis- 
take. It is all on account of a woman's 
statue which was with appropriate cere- 
mony dedicated this day of grace. Public 
opinion is much divided as to the beauty of 
the statue. When the women who wanted 
to give the monument to the State ap- 
proached Mr. Hinrichsen on the subject they 
led him to believe it was some sort of a little 
“dinky”’ affair, not over four feet high, not 
a bit bigger — $14 gravestone. Mr. Hin- 
richsen got the idea in his head that the 
statue ‘was too small to be put out in the 
cold world or in the grounds. So in his gal- 
lant way, for he is always courteous, he told 
the women to make a selection of a location 
in the State House and go right ahead. 
Womanlike they hit on the most advan- 
tageous and conspicuous spot, one especially 
fitted for a grand statue of Mr. Lincoln. 
And now Mr. Hinrichsen is not sure but he 
has made a mistake. He thinks he has been 
overpersuaded and he is wondering in his 
own mind if there is any way that the cam- 
bination. of ‘“‘Trilby and Ophelia’’ could be 
put up im the library or “‘boosted”’ to the 
dome, where it will keep company with 
James T. Smith, the official flag ‘‘hister.”’ 


UNUSUAL HONORS PAID TO CHICAGOANS, 


Field Museum Delegates Given a Grand 
Welcome by Siamese Dignitaries. 
Washington, D. C., May 16.—[{Special.]J— 
Chicago's delegates representing the Field 
Columbian Museum had a royal reception in 
Siam, according to an official report from 
Minister Resident John Barrett at Bangkok, 
received at the State Department today. 
The commissioners—Maj. J. G. Pangborn, 
W. H. Jackson, E. C. Winchell, C. F. Street, 
and H. F. Stevenson—arrived at the capital 
of Siam March 25. For several days they in- 
spected the city and. surroundings under the 
most favorable auspices. They were duly 
presented to Prince Devawongse, the For- 
eign Minister, and received assurances from 
him that Siam would do its best for the Field 
Museum. The commissioners were given a 
ride on a special train over the new road to 
Korat, and later were taken in a‘faunch to 
Banhg Pain, the King’s summer palace, and 
to.Ayuthia, the old capital, where they in- 
spected the famous ruins. The Chicagoans 
were given a week of attention in the Siam- 
ese capital, attending dinners, riding in his 
Majesty’s private yacht, and winding up 
Saturday evening by a presentation to the 
King, which was noticeable as the first re- 
ception given to unofficial foreigners for 
many months, Maj. Pangborn and His asso- 
ciates left Siam for Singapore, according to 
the Minister’s reports, well satisfied with 
their reception and. confident the Field Mu- 
seum would receive from the East Indian 
nations large additions to its collections.

GREATER NEW YORK BILL IS DEAD. 


All the Work Done on the Measure Goes 
for Naught. 

New York, May 16.—[Special.|—The great 
consolidation bill for a greater New York is 
dead. Its opponents would rot have it with- 
out areferendum. Its supporters would not 
have it with one. The Assembly passed it 
without one. A referendum clause was 
then inserted in the measure by the 
Senate. A change by one House in 
ameasure passed by another requires the 
bill, so amended, to lie three days on the 
table unless the Governor certifies to its pas- 
sage as an urgent necessity. Then it can at 
once be taken up. At the last urgency was 
not even certified, No disposition to extend 
the session beyond the three days was shown. 
This afternoon the Legislature adjourned, and 
with it weat the greater New York for at 
least two years to come, 

The bill was calied up today and Senator 
Bradley of Brooklyn moved a referendum 
amendment. Mr. Bradley is the independent 
Democrat who has fought the measure like 
the other Brooklyn Senators against the posi- 
tive instructions of their constituents, But the 
referendum was killed in one, two, three order 
by a vote of 16 to 14. The referendum which 
Senator Bradiey has had ineorporated in the 
greater New York biil is different from all 
other referendums which he has offered. Tho 
effect of all previous referendums has been 
to kill consolidation in case any of the 
ocalities - affected voted against  con- 
solidation. The effect of the new 
referendum would be to exclude from the 
greater New York any locality which votes 
against the charter, but it does not prevent 
consolidation of the localities which do vote 
for it. Thus, if Brooklyn rejects the charter 
and Long Island City and New York accept it 
Long Island City and New York would be 
consolidated. % 

Then came the sine die resolution of ad- 
journment before anything further could be 
done, and Greater New York wasa thing only 
that had been talked about. Senator 
Cantor said during the last mo- 
ments of the debate on the important 
measure that the defeating of the bill was 
due to Mr. Platt. Ithad been turned into a 
political machine. There is no prospect of 
Gov. Morton calling an extra session to con- 
sidef the question. The defeat of the measure 
leaves everything to be done over again and 
makes all that has been done go for nothing, 
except as to its educational vaiue, : 


NEW JERSEY’S “ BIG FOUR” GO FREE, 


Pardoned on the Eve of Beginning Their 
Prison Sentence, 

New York, May 16.—[Special,]|—The sen- 
tence to prison of New Jersey’s ** Big Four” 
—Dennis McLaughlin, Gottfried Walbaum, 
John C, Carr, and Nicholas Crusius—was re- 
mitted today by the Court of Pardons, The 
court, composed of Gov, Werts, Chancellor 
McGill, and lay Judges Clifford S. Sims, 
John W. Bogert, Gottfried Kruger, George 
Smith, Albert Taliman, and Hendrick H. 
Brown met in Jersey City at 10 o’clock this 
morning. The Governor and four of the lay 
J udges voted for an order remitting that part of 
the Supreme Court’s sentence which applied 
to imprisonment for one year. but. let stand 
the part imposing a fine of $500 on each of 
the men. Chancellor McGiil and Judge Sims 
adopted this protest: ‘* Because of their con- 
tinued maintenance of an institution for their 
individual gain and profit at the expense and 
demoralization of the public, and ia shameful 
defiance’of the law and the courts, we . vote 
against any interference with the sentence 
im posed,”’ 

The 6 
Gutten burg racetrack, which became so no- 
torious as a midwinter race traek as to arouse 
the whole country.

CONEY ISLAND HAS ITS ANNUAL FIRE. 


About 100 Buildings Burned and the Loss

New York,May 16.—The west end of Coney 
Island was visited by its anhual fire today.

SLOP FEED REPORT MAY DO DAMAGE, 


Senators’Fear That if Scattered Broadcast 
Harm Will Result, 


Springfield, IJ, May 16.—In the Senate 
this morning. Senator Hunter raised objection 
to the approval of the journal because it con- 
tained the statement that pleuro-pneumonia 
had been found to exist among the slop-fed 
eattle in the cities of this State. The state- 
ment was part of the report of the commit- 
tee to investigate the feeding of cattle by the 
refuse of breweries and distilleries. If ap- 
proved, he said, great damage would be done 
the industries of the State and he therefore 
moved that the words be strickenout of the 
journal. 

Senator Paisley sustained the position of 
Senator Hunter, and spoke of the injury that 
would be produced if suchastatement was 
spread broadcast. 

Senator Berry suggested that approval of 
the journal be suspended in order to call up 
and consider the report of the committee to 
investigate slop feeding. Senator Niehaus 
pointed out that the approval of the journal 
did not affect in any way the Senate’s action 
on the report, and on motion of Senator 
Dunlap the journal was approved as read, 

Senator Morrison said the committee had 
aiready agreed that the objectionable words 
in the report should be expunged. 

Peoria, Ill., May 16.—The report of the 
Senate committee against the feeding of dis- 
tillery slop to cattle is received with mingled 
indignation and amusement in this city, which 
is the center of that industry, and where as 
many as 25,000 head of cattie have been fed 
at distilleries at one time. When corn was 
high as much as 13 ceuts a bushel. was. paid 
for slop, and the contract price with Nelson 
Morris at Distilling and Cattle Feeding houses 
is 6 cents. Thelast season there have been 
8,000 head fed at the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding distilleries) and 5,000 at independent 
houses in Peoria. 
the cattle would largely reduce the revenue 
and profits of the distilieries, and Walter 
Barker, manager of the Peoria distilleries of 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding company, 
said this morning it would drive distilling 
business out of the State. He said that slop 
feeding had been hammered at now for five 
years, and in his opinion somebody wanted to 
make some muney, but within his knowledge 
no one had attempted to get any money from 
the distillers. Another distiller was asked if 
he knew of any such efforts being made, and 
he replied he aid not. 

‘* But in former years,”’ he said, ** we were 
able to fix things.”’ 

Mr. Barker voiced the general opinion in 
Peoria when he said that the meat from the 
distillery fed cattle is considered the choicest 
and finest there is, and it commands the high- 
est price paid. It is sold in the East and 
abroad, but not around here, because it costs 
too much. He said he would like to feed on 
it every day in the year. 

Milk is not sold from the cows fed at the 
distilleries, but it is not contended that good 
milk is produced from siop, it being thin and 
The feeding of slop to cattle at the 
distilleries must not be confounded or com- 
pared with the carting away of the refuse 
from the breweries for feeding purposes. 
Except lumpy jaw cases,a few years ago, 
most of which were disputed, there has been 
no disease among the cattle fed at Peoria dis- 
tilleries, and out of every 3,000 not more 
than ten have died during a season, and somie 
of these from breaking their necks. The cat- 
tle have room to lie down in, and it is denied 
that they suffer from confinement. They are 
fed hay as wellas slop. Thepens are cleaned 
out every day and are well ventilated. The 
charges of the committee are regarded in Pe. 
oria as ridiculous, 


Damaging Effects of Miller Bill

BERTILLON MEASURE FIXES HIM, 


William O’Néil Found Guilty of Robbery on 
Its Mute Evidence. 

The Police Identification Bureau, with its 
Bertillon system of measurements, was suc- 
cessfully employed in fixing the identity ofa 
prisoner on trialin the Criminal Court yester- 
day afternoon.

He 
was held to the Criminal Court and his pict- 
ure and measurements were taken at the 
Identification Bureau in the Harrison Street 
Station. At that time O'Neil wore a full 
beard and his hair was long.

May 12 he was arrested 
again on another charge and again held to 
the Criminal Court. Once more a photo- 
graph was taken with the customary Ber- 
tillon measurements.

Sears’ court yesterday he appeared with 
smooth-shaven face. Officers Quigley and 
O’Brien, while feeling certain he was the 
Same man they arrested last October, were 
not positive enough to go on the witness- 
stand and swear that he was O’Neil. The 
latter asserted he was not in Chicago last 
October and knew nothing about the rob- 
bery. Assistant State’s-Attorney Sullivan 
sent to the Identification Bureau. The pho- 
tographs it had were found to be much alike 
and the measurements were identical. This 
satisfied the jury that O'Neil had a hand in 
robbing Ryan.

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| HE IS AFTER IT AGAIN 


PRIVATE JOE FIFER’S PLANS MADE 
FOR ANOTHER NOMINATION. 


Official Announcement of His Candidacy 
Made at the Grand Army Encampment 
at Bloomington=The Defeat of McNulta 
Only One of His Schemes—Fifer’s Old 
Gang Booming Him in All Parts of the 
StateemMcNulta Is Not Finished Yet= 


'G. A. BR. Meeting Ends. 

Springfield, Iil., May 16.—{Special.]—Noth- 
ing daunted by the frightful walloping he 
got three years ago Joseph W. Fifer is fora 
third time a candidate for the Governorship 
of Illinois. He got through once and the 
second time was snowed under. He is out 
for itonce more. The official announcement 
of Joseph’s burning ambition was made at 
the Grand Army meeting at Bloomington 
this week. In the proceedings of the en- 
campment Joseph took a hand. Gen. John 
McNulta of McLean County wanted to be 
the commander of the department for the 
State of Illinois. It was generally under- 
stood Gen. McNulta’s election to this office 
would put him in a position where he might 
become a formidable candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship. Fifer saw in this the greatest 
possible danger to himself. He went after 
McNulta’s scalp and he got it. To accom- 
plish this result he had-to make several 
trades, 

McLean County is virtually owned by two 
families, the Funks and the Stubblefields. 
The territory is about equally divided and 
what the Funks haven't the Stubblefields 
have, and vice versa. One of the Funks was 
in Congress for a term and was beaten out 
of a renominaton by Col. Vespasian Warner. 
In order to get the support of the Funks to 
thrash out McNulta Fifer has promised to 
throw the influence he possesses in the Con- 
gressional district to Funk’s support for 
renomination. The encampment was held 
at Bloomington and Fifer used every oppor- 
tunity to ingratiate himself with the com- 
rades. He shook hands with them all and 
made himself exceedingly ‘‘tunanimous.”’ So 
far as he could he arrayed Bloomington 
against his fellow-townsman, Gen. McNulta. 
The result of the balloting shows how well 
he worked out his scheme. The delegates 
from the Bloomington post threw McNulta 
down and went for Powell, and it is said on 
good authority Powell, who lives in Belle- 
ville, promised to do everything he could for 
Fifer’s renomination. 


The Hand ot Buck Messick. 

In this trade the hand of Buck Messick of 
East St. Louis is seen. Messick belongs to 
the old crowd who fattened at the public 
crib during Fifer’s administration and nat- 
urally wants to get another whack at the 
provender. He is said to have conceived the 
idea of ringing in Powell for the purpose of 
strengthening Fifer in St. Clair County on 
the one hand and of killing off McNulta on 
the other. From all parts of the State come 
reports that Fifer’s old appointees are shout- 
ing for him. His old secretary, Col. Reeves, 
has been here more or less all through the 
Session, putting in a peg wherever he could 
for Fifer. 

The outcome of the McNulta fight will 
make Joseph W. no end of trouble before he 
gets through. McNulta is a fighter and may 
be relied upon to stick to the finish: He can- 
not take McLean County away from Fifer, 
backed as he is by the Funks and the Stub- 
blefields. Fifer is sure to get McLean, but 
McNulta will get in his work in other por- 
tions of the State. Some people there are 
who have the good of the party more at heart 
than individual preferment. They see in 
the nomination of Fifer a machine ticket 
from beginning to end, and they believe 
nominations of this character will not be 
relished by the party throughout the State. 
The Fifer crowd, embracing, as it does, 
everything and everybody in the line of of- 
ficeholders from guard in the penitentiary 
to the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner, is setting up the pins for the Bloom- 
ington tragedian. His claquers are all over 
Illinois, and they are howling for Fifer as 
loud as they can baw. 

Fifer has been here but two or three times 
this winter. During the Senatorial fight he 
sneaked in one afternoon to make some sort 
of trade with Cullom. He was afraid to 
show up in Cullom’s quarters, so he met 
Shelby M. out in town and talked the matter 
over. He lingered here but a few hours and 
went away on the evening train. 

His Appearance as a Lobbyist. 

His next appearance was in connection 
with a bill pending before one of the Com- 
mittees on Appropriations. He came here 
as a lobbyist for his old law partner, Isaac 
N. Phillips, who was appointed by the Su- 
preme Court as the reporter of that body to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
Mr. Freeman. The bar of the State thas 
been complaining for years against the out- 
rageous prices charged by the Supreme 
Court reporter for the printed decisions of 
that body. An effort was made in the ap- 
propriation bill to bring the cost of the Su- 
preme Court reports somewhere within the 
bounds of decency. Taking salary and the 
profits of the books in consideration, the 
office is one of the best in Illinois. It is 
worth not less than $20,000 a year and is 
good for a lifetime. Gov. Fifer came here, 
as above stated, and induced the committee 
to forego the benefit.that would arise to the 
lawyers of the State from reduction in the 
price of the books. 

These are about the only visits Joseph W. 
has made to Springfield during the session. 
His scouts have been around here all the 
while, ready on any and all occasions to sew 
the seeds of favor in behalf of the man 
who fed them at the crib. McNulta is said 
to be roaring mad and swears he will take 
the field against Fifer. He has no show of 
getting the nomination because he cannot 
land McLean County, McNulta is a pecul- 
iar man. He can make a better fight for 
others than he can for himself. By the time 
he gets through with Fifer Joseph W. will 
be satisfied it would have been better had 
he left McNulta alone. Just how far the 
Powell-Fifer combination is going to help 
Joseph W. remains to be seen. 

The announcement of Fifer’s candidacy is 
official and can be so accepted. It has been 
an open secret for the last two years that 
he intended to get a renomination if he could. 
The country fairs will see him this fall and 
all over Illinois.his ex officeholders will 
sweetly sing the praises of the active Joe. 


LAST DAY OF THE BIG ENCAMPMENT. 


Business Closed Up with a Rush—Private 
Joe’s Antagonism to McNulta. 

Bloomington, Ill., May 16. — [Special.] — 
This was getaway day for Grand Army dele- 
gates, and encampment business was closed 
up with a rush. The first thing done this 
morning was to select Cairo as the place for 
holding the next encampment, in May, 1896, 
the exact dates. to be named later by the 
Council of Administration. It looked at first 
es if there might be a hot fight between 
Cairo and Danville, but it was given out that 
the Egyptians could rely on the united sup- 
port of the Chicago and Southern delega- 
tions, and when the time came to vote Dan- 
ville withdrew, the selection of the lower- 
river town being made unanimous. One biz 
thing in favor of Cairo was a desire to get 
as far south as possible in order to take full 
advantage of whatever moral effect such a 
move might have in bringing about closer 
relations of friendship between Unionists 
and Confederates. “ 

Many of the delegates were ready for an 
acrimonious debate when the question of 
participation in the dedication of the Con- 
federate monument in Oakwoods Cemetery 
was taken up. Radicals had waited over in 
force and were primed with fiery speeches 
against the program which made Columbia 
Post of Chicago in large measure commit 
the Grand Army organization as sponsor 
for the monument. Members of Columbia 
and other delegates who sympathized with 
them also remained in town to take part in 
the controversy. But retiring Commander 
McDowell was equal to the occasion. He 
saw the storm coming and headed it off by 
declaring carried the first resolution handed 
in. This, in mild language, deprecates the 
fixing of the date for dedication Decoration 
day and suggests another date might with 
propriety be chosen. It also questions the 
advisability of Grand Army men having 
anything to do with the dedicatory exer- 
cises. Participation is not expressly for- 
bidden, but “‘it is left to the good sense of in- 
dividual. members to decjde whether they 
can consistently join in the program.”’ 

When the resolution was presented Com- 
mander McDowell cut off debate, rushed the 
question to a vote, and declared it carried 
before some of the delegates knew it was 
under consideration. ; 

This out of the way, the new officers, Com- 
mander Powell, Senior Vice-Commander 
Coleman, and Junior Vice-Commander Hub- 
bard, were installed. After Gen. Powell had 
taken charge of the Department 
affairs he was called upon in the reg- 
ular way to make appointments to staff po- 
sitions.

Then delegates began to nudge one another 
and whisper, "THe TRIBUNE hit it right, 
sure enough,” and pretty soon they were 
wondering why so emphatic a denial of the 
reported Spink-Powell deal had been made 
yesterday when it was to be skinned back 
by the appointment of Spink today. Gen.

Judge Burton of Nevada, Mo., Depart- 
ment Commander for that State, made a 
nice speech, full of Grand Army sentiment, 
and was followed by National Commander 
Thomas G. Lawler, who made a speech 
which aroused the tired comrades to hearty 
outbursts of applause. Mrs, Springer of 
Chicago, at the head of a committee of 
Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
presented formal greetings. 

The final business of the encampment was 
the selection of a Council of Administra- 
tion, twenty-nine district delegates, and 
seven delegates-at-large to the national 
encampment at Louisville, Ky., in Septem- 
ber. Col. J. L. Bennett received next to the 
highest vote cast for delegates-at-large, 
this being an effectual way taken by his 
friends to disprove the assertion that Ben- 
nett is unpopular.

One of the features of the proceedings was 
the feading of the report of E. A. Keeler, re- 
tiring Senior Vice«Commander, and there 
was a big hubbub when he touched on the 
pension question as follows: 

“Patriotism is not one of the quotations of 
the market, nor has ita fixed value, but the 
debt this country owes toits defenders, who 
are, as a rule, now ill able to fight the battle 
for bread, should not be grudgingly rated or 
liquidated. The average pension goes but a 
little way toward the payment of this obliga- 
tion, and should not be surrounded by tech- 
nicalities and prejudice, nor hedged about by 
the monstrous assertion that ‘every com- 
“munity has its pension frauds.’ The major- 
ity of those who are now bellownilg about 
pension frauds made it convenient during 
the war to live outside the limits of the draft, 
or who pursued the more honorable voca- 
tion of a soldier under Jefferson Davis’ flag. 
Many who join this rebel yell do so for polit- 
ical reasons, or possibly because they do not 
receive a quarterly pension check. How- 
ever, the great question of pensions is being 
rapidly solved by the unrelentless march of 
time. Soon the men who made it possible for 
soldier-haters to hold office and make faces 
‘will step aside and give room for their 
maligners. But while we do live we should 
organize and show the politicians that 
theugh we may be somewhat disfigured by 
the hand of time and by the bullets of the 
enemy, we are still in the ring and hold the 
balance of power in this great Nation.” 

Ex-Gov. Fifer’s friends are busy tonight 
denying he took any,active part in the op- 
position to Gen. MeN ulta. As stated yes- 
terday, it is doubtful if McNulta could have 
been elected even if Fifer were passive, as 
he came into the contest too late, most of 
the posts, and especially the big delegations 
from Chicago, being tied up months ago by 
Spink with pledges for Powell. But one 
thing is sure. Somebody who was interest- 
ed in heading off whatever chance McNulta 
had got in his deadly work on Sherman 
Post No. 146 of Bloomington. This is Gen. 
McNulta’s home, and he is a member of the 
local post. He was the only candidate for 
the commandership from this post, and it 
would have been only a graceful and de- 
served compliment for his comrades to have 
indorsed him, but they did not. Whether 
‘* Private Joe” had anything to do with 
this or not can be learned only from him- 
self and members of the post. Fifer de- 
clares solemnly he took no active partinthe 
ficht. Some of his friends, with less rea- 
son to be guarded in their utterances, say 
openly: 

‘** Joe got in his work all right.’’ 

The Evening Leader [Rep.], which has al- 
ways been friendly toGen. McNulta, tonight 
savs editorially: 

“The fight did not turn against Gen. Mc- 
Nulta for personal reasons; but the lying 
roorback that he had promised to appoint 
Col. Bennett as Adjutant-General aroused 
all the opposition to Bennett And started a 
stampede that carried with it many of Gen. 
McNulta’s originally strongest supporters.” 

Mrs. Flo Miller of Monticello was reélect- 
ed State President of the Woman’s Relief 
Corps, Miss Emma Weaver of Springfield of 
the Ladies’ Aid Society, and Mrs. Arthur 
Quinton of Chicago of the Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

Tonight the ladies’ auxiliaries are winding 
up their business and social sessions, and by 
tomorrow noon Bloomington will have bid- 
den good-by to the last of its welcome Grand 
Army guests.

SPREAD OF SMALLPOX IS NOT FEARED. 


at Twenty-second and Dearborn 
Street Properly Looked After. 

Officials of the Health Department do not 
fear any further serious results from the 
cases of smallpox which have been discov- 
ered at Dearborn and Twenty-second 
streets. Drs. Hunt and Spalding were en- 
gaged yesterday in fumigating the prem- 
ises at Nos. 2248 and 2820 Dearborn street. 
The residents in the vicinity have all been 
vaccinated and a temporary quarantine es- 
tablished. The patients who have been re- 
moved from the houses within the last few 
days are John Chew, James Ammons, Ella 
Powell, Thomas Anderson, Louis Chappel, 
J. Johnson, and Mattie Wallace. Mattie 
Wallace was removed to the pesthouse yes- 
terday. No new cases have been discov- 
ered, and it is not known where the disease 
was contracted. 

W. D. Dunning, trainmaster of the IIli- 
nois Central depot at the foot of Randolph. 
etreet, says he is not trouble@by the prox- 
imity of the ambulance used Dy. the city for 
conveying smallpox patients to the pest- 
house. ‘It has never occurred to me,” he 
said yesterday, ‘‘ that either passengers or 
Illinois Céntral employés were in danger of 
infection from the wagons. Had any pas- 
senger thought he got’ smallpox on an Il- 
linois Central train I guess we should have 
heard of it. As for the charge that the driv- 
ers were frequently drunk I know nothing 
about it.’’ 

The wagons are kept right underneath the 
Randolph street viaduct on the Michigan av- 
enue side. The place is surrounded by a 
high fence and the gate is kept locked. In 
this shanty barn there are kept one am- 
bulance, two carriages, a fumigating van, 
and a hearse. The, barn is within 200 feet 
of the entrance to the station. Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds denied that the public 
has been endangered by the location of the 
vehicles. ‘‘ Each wagon is fumigated after 
use,” he said yesterday, ‘‘and after that 
there is no danger.”’ He said the best evi- 
dence of the care with which the depart- 
ment handled smallpox matters was the fact 
that not a single employé of the department 
had contracted the disease.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 16.—[Special.]|—The 
coavening and organization today of the one- 
hundred and seventh General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church North was marked by 
the triurnph of the East over the West, a victory 
of the anti-Briggsites over the more liberal 
churchman, The Rev. Dr. Robert Russell 
Booth of New York, a pronounced opponent 
of the suspended professor of Union Semi- 
nary and histeachings, was elected Moderator 
on the first ballot, there being two western 
men also nominated for the office. These 
latter were the Rev. Dr. Robert N. Adains 
of Minneapolis, Minn., and the Rev. Dr, 
William N, Page of Leavenworth, 
Kas., Aside from the references 
to Briggsism in the nominating speeches, 
which indicate that that troublesome subject 
will aot down, the feature of the day from the 
point of view of the lay observer was the sly 
dig at the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst contained in 
the sermon of the retiring Moderator, 

There were 548 Commissioners present at 
the opening of the assembly in the Third 
Church at lla.m.and all the spare room 
was crowded with lookers-on, This General 
Assembly has an added interest of a 
sentimental nature, for it was in 
this same church, twenty-six 
years ago, that the brethren of the Old and 
New Schoois put aside their differences and 
aunion of the church was effected. All the 
morning canvassing had been going on for 
the election of Moderator, and when the as- 
sembly was called to order there was a deal 


of wondering as to the portent of the pres- 
ence on the platform of Dr. Page and Dr, 
Adams. Dr. Booth was off in a cor. 
ner, which led some to believe he 
was out of the race for Moderator. 

“Send Out Their Light’’ was the opening 
hymn, after the singing of which Dr, Adams 
delivered the invocation. The Rev, Dr, Wiil 
iant H. Reberta, the Stated Clerk, offered a 
long prayer, asking the divine blessing upon 
the General Assembly, the church at large, 
all the people and “particularly. upon the 
President of the United States, the Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and the Mayor of Pitts- 
burg.’’ Dr. Page read from the scriptures. 

Sermon of the Retiring Moderator. 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Mutchmore, the 
retiring Moderator, took for the text of his 
sermon’ 

For the son of man is as a man taking a far 
journey, who left his house and gave authority 
to his servants and to every man his work, and 
commanded the porter to watch. —Mark ziii., 


It had been supposed the doctor would fol- 
low precedent and touch upon the subjects of 
controversy in the church, but he did nothing 
of the sort. His remarks in the main were 
purely advisory in character, touching the 
duty of the church and the Presbyterian 
clergy, though he made a strong plea for the 
expansion of home missions. Incidentally he 
took a slap at Dr, @arkhurst for his pérsist- 
ence in meddling in New York politics. His 
sermon in part follows: 

The mission of the church is to educate the 
childhood of the Nation. God gave this country 
to Presbyterians when there were none to contest 
their fitness for the position. But many of our 
colleges and parochial schools were allowed 
to perish, Who has this God-given heritage 
now? The Roman Catholies had the wisdom to 
grasp the opportunity which we threw away for 
State Sehoote and colleges.. Now we have set to 
work amhong the fragments through the Board of 
Aid for Academies and Coileges, and to bring 
what opportunities we have left into use and ob- 
servation. The church in history was “ The 
church that is in thine house.”’ In the first cen- 
tury on into the second it was more in the bouse 
than anywhere elise. But the growth of com- 
munities, states, and empires has compelled the 
church to find sheiter for the congregations, and 
s0 we in our times have initiated tnat great 
agency, the Board of Church Erection. 

This country is an estuary into which the sew- 
ago of the nations 's pouring, filling the land with 
moral malaria from which the church can only 
save it by teaching the children. Anarchy has its 
antidote in the Sabbath-school. Conspiracy can 
be strangled by saving the childhood of desperate 
foreigners. Children must be taught that love 
for Jesus Christ and for country are inseparable. 
iThere is no phase of work so important as 
more systematic effort io great cities. ‘ Cities are 
ulcers on the body politic, and the dar- 
gers in them to Church and State are 
appalling. New York City has _ been. for 
years in the talons of a vulture which 
has consumed as much of its vitals at night as 
grew by day. Robbed, aebauched, trodden up- 
der foot. of the Behemoth of iust, ** that which 
the law could not do, in that it was weak.’’ was 
done under the lead of a Presbyterian minister. 
In the laudations ovet victory it should not be 
overlooked that the Presbyterian Church led the 
host, as it does in all times of national peril. 
But, beneficent as thas work has been, it may be- 
come a snare, for midleters should not give them- 
selves to municipal reform, any further than for 
the betterment of society through saving the 
souls of man. The church can supersede the ne- 
cessity of municipal reform by increased organ- 
ized iabor. Only in this way can we save our- 
selves from **this untoward generation.” If we 
shall conserve the liberties of the Nation it will 
depend on the manner in which we use our stew- 
ardship. 

If the spirit of the gospel is not injected into 
the body politic we will perish. The very sinews 
of our power will become the means of our de- 
struction. The ghastly skeletons of our national 
life will be tumbied in the common ditch of dead 
empires. 

Work for the Women, 

One of the manifestations of divine power is 
Goa’s call to women into every form of mission 
work. She likes her master, has waited long, 
and new in the fullness of time the Lord in his 
house has appointed her work—a new extended 
sphere of service. 

in the circie of practical work the church has 
always been a loserin not using cheap labor. 
The Roman Catholic Church has been built up 
and sustamed by it. We have more skilled labor 
going to waste for want of_opportunity than any 
-other church. Wedo not piead for any particu- 
lar mode of utilizing it. but forits use in the 
best way that the church can devise. We have 
thousands of intelligent and godly women, single 
and widowed, with wealth and without it, who 
are looking hopelessly for something to de to 
take away the ennuiof unoccupied existence, 
who would go into homes and institutions where 
they could do mission work. Such institutions 
are numerous in England and Germany, and are 
managed by the most cultured women. The 
Methodist Church was founded and 1s largely 
sustained by local preachers. The Presbsterian 
Church, even in its poverty, was distinguished by 
an educated ministry. The standard ought to be 
high, but the cost of a highly-educated ministr 
in time. money, and vital force must be racine 
ered. Nochurch has so many educated laymen, 
gifted with, ability to teach and eloquent in 
speech, whothirst to serve God, not ae bush- 
whackers, but with the approval and auth rity 
of presbytery. Why not examine them in the 
scriptures as interpreted by our standards and 
license them? Shut the door to ordination all 
the tighter, as toward it there isa dangerous 
tendency by a class which is not qualified for it. 

If we had followed this New Testament exam- 
ple we never should have had the schism which 
resulted in the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 
The utjlization of day labor is now agitating the 
minds of many in the Southern Presbyterian 
Church, and when the entire church extends the 
gospel cail to its laymen there wiil be only 
amazement that- our eyes have been so long 
holden to this obvious duty.

The apostles’ way of evangelizing the world, 
and therefore God's way, was to capture the 
cities.

The Rev. George C, Pollack of Litchfield, 
Minn., greatly pleased the assembly in sec- 
onding the nomination of Dr. Adams by call- 
ing attention in a humorous manner to the 
‘folly of dragging in old troubies.’’

UNITED PRESBYTERIAN BOARD MEETS 


Session at Canonsburg, Pa., Now Consider- 
ing Appropriations. 

Canonsburg, Pa., May 16.—The United 
Presbyterian Board of Home Missions is in 
session in the Chartiers Church here, with 
fifty-nine of the sixty-three mem bers present. 
The Rev. W. A. Spaulding of Spokane was 
chosen Chairman and the Rev. T. C. McKelvy 
of New York was made Assistant Secretary. 
Dr. W. S. Ownes, the General Secretary, pre- 
sented the needs of the field. The applica- 
tions for aid aggregate $82,800, The board 
will endeavor to limit the amount of appro- 
priations to $70,000. The applications are 
now being considered. 


OLD STOCK EXCHANGE POOL-ROOM QUITS 


Carpenters Dismantle the Koom and Clerks 
and Bookmakers Are Absent. 

No pools were sold in the old Stock Ex- 
change room, Dearborn and Monroe streets, 
yesterday. The reason is not as evident as 
the fact. Some of the habitués of the place 
seid the stoppage was due to a losing busi- 
ness. Some of the workmen engaged in dis- 
mantling the room of its blackboards and 
other paraphernalia said it was the owner 
of the building. A second frequenter ofthe 
place said it was THE TRIBUNE, -A cityjde- 
tective who was found in the alley didn’t 
have any opinion beyond a disbelief as to 
the existence of the pool-room. 

But, whatever it was or whoever it was, 
no pools were sold yesterday, the clerks 
and other bookmakers kept out of sight, 
and carpenters were much in evidence, 
Early yesterday morning a force of men 
who have been repairing a store in. the 
building were put at work cutting a hole 
from the store into the pool-room. Within 
three hours they had such a big opening 
made that a person passing along Dear- 
born street could glance through into the 
big room where Wednesday hundreds of 
men and boys struggled for a chance to lose 
money on the races. 

*““I don’t know what's the matter,” said 
one of the men who was much in evidence 
in the pool-room the day before. ‘* The 
lease isn’t out yet. The place was rented 
until the lst ‘of the month, and I don’t know 
who's doing all this. We didn’t know noth- 
ing about it last night. They had promised 
me a job next Monday, and when I comes 
down-town today to see about it I gets the 
marble heart. It’s dead wrong, but what 
are you going to do”?’’ 

“Don’t Know nethin’ about it,’’ respond- 
ed a man who was cutting holes in the wall 
with a pickax. ‘‘ Don’t know nothin’ and 
don’t care. Got orders from the boss and 
that’s enough for me.”’ 

Chief Badenoch felt considerably annoyed 
yesterday over the fact that he had heen 
fooled by his subordinates into believing | 
no pool-rooms were in operation; and he is- 
sued another order which he declared 
‘* went.”’ 

“There are no pool-rooms running to- 
day,’’ he said. ‘‘And there will be no more. 
We are working in harmony with the Civie 
Federation in this matter. That Monroe and 
Dearborn street place was closed as soon as 
we learned of its existence. Hereafter 
there will be no warning’given these people. 
If any of them start up the first notification 
to quit they will receive will bé the patrol 
wagon. They will be promptly raided as 
soon as discovered.”’ 

Inspector Shea gave his “ fly cops” a 
lecture for not finding out what was going 
on before being told by the Civic Federa- 
tion and the newspapers.

Port Townsend, Wash., May 16.—The

seizing Canadian sealing vessels which they 
may find within the prohibited waters violat- 
mg the Bering Sea regulations as they pre- 
sume to exist, being ignorant of Great Brit- 
ain’s repudiation. The whereabouts of the

DIVIDEND “MELON” MAY SOON BE CUT. 


North Chicago Street. Railroad Stockhold- 
ers’ Hopes Will Probably Be Realized. 

Stockholders of the North Chicago street 
railway company, who have been looking 
for the cutting of a “melon” ever since 
the big World’s Fair earnings, are likely 
soon to have their long delayed hopes real- 
ized. The “‘melon” will not be of the 
form they expected, because the surplus 
which was piled up from World’s Fair earn- 
ings and on which they have been casting 
longing eyes has been about all expended in 
the equipment of the seventy miles of elec- 
tric lines which the North Chicago street 
railroad has been building. At the end of 
the World’s Fair year the report of the com- 
pany showed a surplus of $1,264,344, and at 
the date of the last annual meeting the ac- 
counts showed a nominal surplus of $1,357,- 

75. It is now’given out on high authority 
that the stockholders will receive some ex- 
tra dividends this year. 

*‘The stockholders of the North Chicago 
street railroad company have for some time 
been receiving 12 per cent,’’ said a man 
close to the management yesterday. ‘‘ They 
are likely hereafter to receive more than 
that. The regular dividend rate will re- 
main at 12 per cent, but practically all the 
earnings will be distributed to the stock- 
holders, and there will therefore be some 
plums in the way of extra dividends. Mr. 
Yerkes feels that the North Side system is 


practically completed when the electric 


work at present in hands is finished. It is 
not his plan to extend the road after the 
manner of the South Side system, but rath- 
er to build feeders under an independent 
corporate ownership and keep the business 
of the North Side company proper confined 
within a short haul radius. 

“On that theory he considers the system 
complete when the territory which it at 
present serves is fully covered, and that will 
be when the lines now being converted 
from horse to trolley cars are all in opera- 
tion. Most of those lines will be running 
by electricity within the next thirty days. 
The road is earning far more than the 12 per 
cent dividend which is being paid, and the 
earnings are showing an increase of over 
$1,000 a day compared with last year. These 
surplus earnings, it is promised,. will be 
distributed among the stockholders from 
now on, and that means there will be a con- 
siderable extra dividend above the 12 per 
cent this year.” 


INDIAN GIRL NOT SOLD AT DARLINGTON, 


Superintendent of the Arapahoe School 
Makes a Statement of the Matter. 

Arapahoe Boarding School, DafMington, 
OK., May 14.—({Editor of The Tribune.]—As 
my name has been used without warrant in 
the sensational articles which have had such 
a wide circulation in the press about the al- 
leged sale of an Indian girl at this school I 
take the liberty of reporting to you the re- 
sults of an investigation this day made by 
Capt. A. E. Woodson, United States Indian 
Agent at this agency, there being present 
the father and mother of Lula Blind, the 
girl in question; her brother, a former stu- 
dent of Carlisle; Jesse Bent and Ben Road 
Traveler, interpreters. I was present at the 
inquiry, with the girl in question, as well. 
The father of the girl, Curly by name, denies 
in most emphatic terms having made any 
such bargain and positively states that he 
has often told the girl that she should marry 
whoever she pleased, and that he wanted her 
to marry when she got ready, according to 
the’ white man’s law. It was also developed 
at the inquiry that White Shirt, the Indian 
whose name has been coupled with hers in 
the rumors which had reached my ears, is 
not her brother-in-law nor in any way re- 
lated to her; that he is a man of some 30 
years of age whose wife died early last fall, 
and he has since married another woman. 
As it is evident that I have been misinformed 
upon the real facts in the case and the state- 
ments reported to have been made by me 
having been based upon a conversation with 
two women in my office, in which I stated 
some things told me by the girl herself, 
which I now find to be false, I deem it due 
the press, the women in question, Capt. 
Woodson, and myself that you publish this 
letter. I might add I am satisfied 4t this 
time no bargain of this kind has ever been 
made and that in case of an attempt of any- 
thing of that sort it would be promptly 
nipped in the bud by the agent.

FRAUD IN BOND SALES. 


OHARGES FILED AGAINST GREEN- 
HUT, MOBRIS, AND OTHERS. 


Receiver McNulta Goes Deeply Into the 
History of the Transaction and Allega- 
tions Are Advanced That Greenhut and 
Morris Engineered a Sale to Themselves 
Through Counselman and Day, and 
Asks That It Be Set Aside and the 
Mortgage Discharged. 

The attack upon the validity of*the sale of 
$1,000,000 of bonds of the whisky trust to 
ex-President Greenhut, Nelson Morris, and 
others, which at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders last month the directors were 
instructed to make, was begun yesterday. 

Receiver McNulta filed a bill in the United 
States Circuit Court, the charges in which are 
hardly less startling than those already made 
against the old management. He asserts 
that the purchase of the bonds was made by 
Counselman & Day pretendedly for them- 
selves, but really for Greenhut and Morris. 
la detail he tells the court that heavy losses 
had been made by the two men in speculation 
in stock to pay ‘Which they used the funds of 
the trust. To mect the stringency in its af- 
fairs the bond issue was conceived, Green- 
but and Murria then plotted, it is charged, te 
get the bonds without knowledge of the cther 
directors. Part of the consideration for the 
bonds, he charges, was, in the return of 
reves of the trust for big amounts that 
had been made to Counselman & Day. 
Ex-Treasurer Hobart and Director Frei- 
berg are declared to have beeu connected 


with the bond transactions. 

The receiver asks the court to astertain 
what part of the money derived from the sale 
of the bonds went into the treasury of the 
trust, and to require the holders of the bonds 
to deliver them up to him on payment by 
him to them of the money which they turned 
over to the trust. He also asks the court to 
require the trustee of the mortgage to cancel 
the latter, and that an injunction restraining 
Greenhut, Morris, and the other holders from 
disposing of the bonds be issued. 

Named as Defendants. 


Besides Morris, Greenhut & Morris, the bill 
names as defendants ex-Treasurer W. M. Ho- 
bart, Louis O. Maddux, J. Walter Freiberg, 
Julius Freiberg, all of Cincinnati; the Ceén- 
tral Trust company of New York, and the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding company. It 
traces the history of the bond issue, beginning 
with the resolution authorizing it adopted 
at a meeting of the directors in this city May 
17. 1893. Atthat meeting it was resolved 
that $2,500,000 of the bouds should be de- 
posited with the Central Trust company to 
secure the payment of rebates, and also that 
$1,000,000 should be issued as collateral to 
borrow money upon. 

The bill then informs the court of the rea- 
son alleged to have influenced the adoption of 
the resolution. Greenhut, Hobart, Morris 
and other directors, it is averred, planned and 
carried into execution a vast speculation in 
whisky trust stock. To meet the losses in- 
curred the three men named, it is asserted, 
used large amounts of the.funds of the dis- 
tillimg company. The losses entailed exceed- 
ed $500,000. They were, the court is told, 
paid out of the funds belonging to the com- 
pany without the authority of the board of 
directors, seriously affecting the financial 
condition of the company and making it nec- 
essary to raise money. The means determin- 
ed upun by them to meet the emergency was 
the adcption of the resolutions referred to. 

This was not all. The bill continues that 
Greenhut and Morris conspired to enrich 
themselves at the expense of the company by 
becoming the purchasers of a large amount 
of the bonds without the knowledge of the 
other directors. Morris, it is averred, May 
29, 1893, went to the firm of Herman Schaff- 
ner & Co., and induced them to bid for $1,- 
000,000 of the bonds at 50 cents on the dol- 
lar. Greenhut called a special meeting of 
the directors for May 30, at which he pre- 
sided. Morris, Hobart, J. Walter Freiberg, 
and three other directors were present, and all 
of them voted in favor of a resolution to ac- 
cept Schaffner’s offer. 

Death Spoils the Plan. 


Subsequent to the adoption of the resolu- 
tions Herman Schaffner met his death and 
the day following A. G. Becker, the surviving 
member of Schaffner’s firm, made an as- 
signment. It became necessary to abandon 
the instrumentality of Schaffner & Co. in the 
pretended purchase, the court is told. Green- 
hut & Morris went elsewhere and entered 
into an arrangement with Counselman & 
Day, *‘ with and through whom many of said 
specuiations had theretofore been carried 
on,’ tosubmit a proposition for the pur- 
chase of $800,000 of the bonds at 50. cents 
on the doilar. Counselman & Day delivered 
to Greenhut & Morris, or one of them, the 
proposition, which was reduced to a written 
contract and executed by Greenhut for the 
company, and by Counselman & Day, it is 
averred, for and in behalf of Greenhut & 
Morris. 

Greenhut called a special meeting of the 
directors June 5 at which there were present 
six directors, Hobart and J. Walter Freiberg 
among them. They passed a resolution au- 
thorizing Greenhut to execute a contract with 
Counselman & Day and delivered the bonds 
as soon as ready upon surrender of the con- 
— A copy of the letter is inserted in the 
dill, 

It provided that as soon as the mortgage 
securing the bonds had been properly re- 
corded Counselman & Day were to pay to the 
company $200,000 in caeh and $200,000 by 
the surrender of a promissory note for that 
amount dated May 12, 1893, made by the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding company to the 
order of a brokerage firm. The trust was to 
make a note for $400,000 due in 90 days, 
secured by warehouse receints that would af- 
ford ample collateral for the sum until such 
a time as the $800,000 of bonds were de. 
livered. If the trust failed to deliver the 
bonds within ninety days it was to pay Coun- 


ages, which sum was to be represented by the 
judgment note of the trust. Incase of fail- 
ure to deliver the bonds in accordance with 
the terms of the agreement the judgment 
note was to become absolutely binding. If 


lated time and the interest on the note for 
$400,000, which was tixed at 7 per cent, was 
paid in full, Counselman & Day were to de- 
liver the note, together with the other one for 
$200,000 and the collateral. 


Carried Out the Plan. 


In pursuance with the contract the court is 
told Greenhut executed two noies in the name 
of the company for the sum of $200,000 each 
in place of the note for $400,000 mentioned 
in the contract, and also a judgment note for 
$200,000 to secure the liquidated damages, 
all of them being payabie in ninety days 
after June 9. On that and the following day 
Counselman & Day paid the company, gave 
the $400,000 in the following manner: 
$197,444.44 by their check, $1,555.56 by 
way of interest alleged to be owing by the 
company to Counselman & Day, $1,000 
charged by that firm for expenses in nego- 
tiating the sale of the bonds, and the remain. 
ing $200.000. by the cancellation of a prom- 
issory note given. by the company May 12, 
1893, for $200,000. 

The bonds were engraved and Sept. 6 were 
turned over to Counseiman & Day, who, the

Upon payment of valid 
claims the $2,500,000 of bonds : deposited 
with the Central Trust company of New York 
as security tor rebate claims is released. 


Entitled to the Bonds. 


The receiver insists that he is entitled to 
have all the bonds obtained by Greenhut, 
Morris, Hobart, and Freiberg delivered up 
and canceled »ecause, of fraud. He also 
claims that if upon an accounting it shall be 
ascertained that they paid any lawful consid- 
eration for the bonds he is entitled to have 
them delivered to him on payment to them of 
those amounts. Heis ready, he states, and 
offers to pay to Greenhut, Morris, anda Frei- 
berg as much of the 50 cents on the dollar of 
the face value after making proper deduc- 
tions and lawful interest thereon, as it shall 
be determined the four men paid for the use 
of the distilling company. 

He fears that the defendants will dispose of 
the bonds to bona fide purchasers without 
notice, and he asks that the court enjoin them 
from so doing. He prays that an accounting 
be required from Greenhut, Morris, Hobart, 
Maddux, and the two Freibergs, and that the 
Central Trust company be decreed to execyte 
arelease of the mortgage and discharge it 
from record.

CASE AGAINST BARNES IS DISMISSED, 


Justice Bradwell Refuses to Hold the Pro- 
fessional Hypnotist. 

Prof. W. A. Barnes, who says he is the 
hypnotist who induced Blixt to confess to 
the murder of Catherine Ging in Minneap- 
olis, was on trial before Justice Bradwell 
at the Harrison Street Police Court yester- 
day on a charge of disorderly conduct. The 
case was dismissed. The complainant was 
the father of John McCabe, a 14-year-old 
boy living at No. 66 Alexander street, who 
charged that the boy’s health had been in- 
jured by Prof. Barnes, who put him in the 
hypnotic state. 

Prof. Barnes called at THE TRIBUNE office 
yesterday afternoon and told a story about 
the case which did not exactly agree with 
the testimony produced in court. He said 
the boy came voluntarily to his room, No. 
1208 Michigan avenue, last Friday to sub- 
mit to a test as a hypnotic subject. Prof. 
Barnes says he found him susceptible to 
the mesmeric influence and told him he 
would send for him*in case he needed him 
for experiments. In the police court tes- 
timony was given that the boy was induced 
to. go to Prof. Barnes’ room by John Uger, 
the professor’s assistant. It was not shown 
that the boy’s illness was caused by hypnot- 


+ ic treatment, and therefore the charge was 


dismissed. 

Prof. Barnes says he is going to locate 
permanently in Chicago and give instruc- 
tions for the use of hypnotism in medical 
and surgical cases. He hails from New 
York, where he first practiced his profes- 
sion in Syracuse and Rochester, having 
learned that he possessed the hypnotic 
power by seeing others practice it. He ap- 
pears to be 28 or 30 years old and gives one 
the impression he might be easily hypno- 
tized himself.

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STATE GETS A STATUE 


“ILLINOIS WELOOMING THE WORLD” 
GIVEN BY THE WOMEN. 


Last Official Act of the Illinois World’s 
Fair Board—Presentation Speech Is 
Made After the Unveiling by Mrs. 
Marcia Louise Gould of Moline and the 
Acceptance by Gov. Altgeld=The Artist 
Is Miss Bracken of Chicago—Figure Is 
of Bronze and Fully Carries Out Its Title, 

Springfield, Ill., May 16,—Practically the 
last official action of the Illinois Women’s 

Exposition Board of the World’s Columbian 

Exposition occurred today, when Illinois was 

presented with a piece of statuary represent- 

ing “Illinois Welcoming the World.” The 
presentation speech was made by Mrs. Marcia 

Louise Gould, President of the Women’s 

Boatd, and the speech of acceptance was

made by Gov. Altgeld. The exercises were 
held at 3 o’clock in the rotunda of the State 
House. The Capitol building was filled with 
people who listened attentively to the ad- 
dresses. . 

The statue is on the ground floor, directly 
beneath thedome. The artist is Miss Julia 
M. Bracken of Chicago, who was present and 
was introduced to the assemblage. The 
Statue is of bronze, representing the figure 
of a Woman with arms extended in a weicom- 
ing attitude. It occupied a prominent place 
in the Illinois Building, and has been viewed 
and admired’ by a majority of the people of 
the State. The base is of Tennessee marble, 
engraved upon which is an outline of the 
history of the board’s work. 

The House held no session this afternoon 
on account of the exercises and a number of 
the legislators were present. A platform heid 
the members of the board, Gov. and Mrs. Alt- 
geld, State officers, and other dignitaries, 
Those of the Woman’s Board in attendanc& 
were President Mrs. Marcia Louise Gould of 
Moline, Vice-President Mrs. B. H. Wiles of 
Freeport, Secretary Miss Mary Caliahan of 
Robinson, Mrs. H. H. Candee of Cairo, Mrs. 
R. J. Oglesby of Elkhart, Mrs. Frank Gilbert 
of Chicago, and Mrs. J. W. Patton of Spring- 
field. The only absent member was Mrs. 
Henry M. Shepard of Chicago, and it was im- 
possible for her to attend. 

After a concert of national airs by the Fifth 
Regiment Band Bishop George F. Seymour 
of Springfield offered prayer. At the conclu- 
sion of Mrs. Gould’s presentation the statue 
was unveiled by Margaret Chatterton and 
Annie Lanphier. 

The Presentation Address. 


Mrs. Gould spoke in part as follows: 


His Excellency the Governor, Members of the 
General Assembly, Ladies and Gentlemen: Ev- 
ery great-event in history. when it is past, be- 
comes a prophecy. Paradoxical as it may seem 
it‘is true. The achievements of the past always 
speak of the finer possibilities of the future. 

fhen the great ** Whité City” rose, mirage-like 
as from the mists of the lake, all the world came 
to wonder—almost to worship. Out of the East 
came again the wise man and into the West to 
gaze on this, the blossom and glory of our ceat- 
tury. Doubt faded in the radiant light of 
achievemeut. Questions which we might have 
trembled to ask were answered by the fact. Those 
thrilling days are gone, but the past speaks in 
clearest tones of the future—what has been done 
can be improved upon. 

Mrs. Gould here entered into detail regard- 
ing the Legislature’s action in giving the 
women of the State control of part of the 
appropriations for exhibits. Continuing she 


said : 

And what was the result? Ah, the result was 

one which we are justly proud to commemorate 
today. The work of our women took rank with 
the best in every department—in literature, art, 
science, in the professions, in philanthropy, in 
household economics, in educational depart- 
ments, and in all the other lines where she now 
stands side by side with men she demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of judge and jury her right to 
certificate and medal. Toour Illinois women 
yo there were awarded medals in recognition 
of distinguised success. 
The novel experience of men who for the first 
time were brought into contact with women as 
their official peers, if it could be obtained, would 
doubtless prove most interesting. In the main 
the experiment has proved to women to be en- 
courag! With a few notable exceptions the 
spirit of justice and courtesy has prevailed on 
every hand anda disposition to meet women 
upon this new ground fairly and frankly has been 
steadily evinced. 

In conclusion the speaker said: 

The past is full of all that makes the future as 
radiant with hope and promise as is this splendid 
form and face. The bronze seems animate with 
spirit and life. Our young artist is herself a 
daughter of Lilinois. What wonder calm, 
strong face, full of hope and strength and earnest 
with experience came from her soul to stand as 
Illinois before the eyes of men. 

And so today, in commemoration of the 
splendid record of the women of Illinois at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition and in piedge for 
all that is yet to be achieved by men and women 
together for the uplifting of humanity, we pre- 
sent this statue, bearing the name of men, and 
with the form of woman, typical of our beloved 
Lilinois. 

Gov. Altgeld’s Acceptance, 

Gov. Altgeld, in accepting the statue, said 
in part: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: Our action here today 
may not seem of much importance to us and yet 
its voice will reach further into tbe future than 
will many things to which we give more time 
and effort. As a rule those matters which 
arouse the greatest interest of a people relate to 
their material welfare and are soon forgotten. 
Only those acts which denote the birth of a new 
principle or which commemorate an important 
event are noticed by the pencil of time or are 

rmitted to linger in the realm of tradition. 
hat entire world of practical affairs which ab- 
sorbs our thoughts and exhausts our strength 
changes from day to day and then disappears 
not only from sight but from memory.

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CONDITIONS IN THE IRON BUSINESS. 


Advances in Wages Put Away Chances for 
Lower-Priced Bessemer. 

New York, May 16.—The Iron Age today 
says: 

The general advance in blast furnace wages in 
the principal Western districts puts all chance 
of lower Bessemer pig iron at rest for the present. 
The raising of wages at a number of steel-works 
and rolling-mills foreshadows a general move- 
ment in that direction throughout the whole ter- 
ritory north of the Ohio River and the Allegbe- 
nies, and may affect the Eastern makers also. 
The stee] market has been quite excited, advanc- 
ing to $16.50 and $16.75. Pittsburg, under 
moderate sales, but with quite a lively inquiry. 
Sheet bars, which some time since commanded 
an advance of about $1 per ton over billets, are 
so scarce that an advance of $2 is now obtained. 

In wire rods, which are quoted $21 in Pitts- 
burg, the most interesting event is the closing of 
conversion contracts covering 35,000 to 40,000 
tons between a Chicago steel-mill and a Cleve 
land rod-mill. 

Heavy sales of skelp, aggregati 7,500,000 
tons, are reported from Pittsburg reflect the | 
heavier demand for wrought iron. ~ There is con- 
tinued strength in bars and sheets in the West 
and a fair movement in plates and in structural 
material. In finished iron and ‘steel generally 
the situation is somewhat different on the Atian- 
tic seaboard. A little more monéy is obtained 
for small lots for prompt delivery, but for round 
lots there has really been no advance as yet. 
Local foundry irons in Chicago and in the East 
are Selling quite well, and on the seaboard a 
slight advance is being obtained in some in- 
stances, with more hesitatuon to contract for the 
future. , 

In cast-iron pipe the only transaction of con- 
sequence has been the purchase of 9,200 tons by 
Syracuse. There is quite a lively demand for 
old iron rails, both for home consumption and 
for export. The metal markets have been quite 
excited. Copper has been stimulated by a sud- 
den and excited rise in London, for which the 
ostensible reason is an agreement to limit Ameri- 
can exports to 60,000 tons per annum. If such 
an arrangement exists it does not include im- 
portant interests. Really the advance is due to 
an expanded demand. 5 

There has been a heavy movement in lead in 
all the primary markets and prices have beep 
sharply advanced, with sellers at the closing 
holding off. Labor troubles in Kansas have ad- 
vanced prices to 3.60. 

Vleveland, O., May 16.—The Iron Trade 
Review this week wiil say: 

Probably no week of the year has done more to 
establish a mew basis for iron and steel prices 
than the one just ending. The advance of blast- 
furnace wages in the Shenango Valley, nearly to 
the 1892 level, with a 10 per cent increase at 
several Pittsburg furnaces coming in its train 
was followed by the sensational stroke of the Car- 
negie Steel company in adding 10 fer cent to the 
pay of all its men, though its contract with them 
would continue through ‘the year the scale fixed 
Jan. 1. The pace thus set wiil hardly be disre- 
garded elsewhere, and added labor cost will be 
made up by higher prices on prodacts. In spite 
of repeated assertions that advances in prices 
could only be sustained by a marked expansion 
in the demand for finished products the market 
has been demonstrating week by week that the 
lifting power is being applied at the other end. 

In the last week a special cause has helped 
the market for bessemer p‘g. Buying in the val- 
leys and at Pittsburg for shipment to Chicago 
in anticipation of a long strike brought the price 
to $10.75 at valley furnaces. After the resump- 
tion at Chicago furnaces, some of this iron went 
on the market again, causing a slight reaction. 
Steel shows additional firmness and while there 
have been no large transactions, Pittsburg sell- 
ers are getting $16.25 in view of the weil sold 
condition of the mills forJunhe deliveries, Sheet 
and tin plate bars have advan owing to strike 
interruptions of mills in the ‘Vheeling and Chi- 
cago districts, and $22 at Pittsburg mili is re- 
rted. Plates, especially light plates, have 
boon very active and some mills are soldto July 
1, while the price has advanced $1 to $2 a ton.

Crop damage at short range did a great 
deal to develop a bull wheat market yester- 
day. The Hessian fly and his numerous off- 
spring were in evidence right on the floor 
of the Board of Trade, and convinced ay 
of the wh ve been skeptical ; re- 
nb age uae which have 

poured into the offices of commission men 
from the winter wheat belt. Samples of 
wheat plants from the vicmity ot Delphi, 

Ind., picked up in a ten-mife drive, were 

shown and not only terrifidd shorts, but 
‘decided the trade generally that possibly 
the reports have not been exaggerated, The 

eat{plants show good growth, and from 

a superficial examination in the fields must 

have looked promising. The roots and low- 
€r parts of the stalks, however, were sim- 
ply alive with the larvae of the Hessian 

fly, and if the conditions are as indicated 
fields which now give promise of good 
owth will in a short time be blighted. A 
arge number of samples were exhibited in 
the offices of Wright & Haughey and all 
showed the ravages of grubs. There were 
reports of rains in the Southwest, but the 
Grought has become a secondary considera- 
tion and as little of an influence as cables 
or export business at the seaboard. The 
only easiness. shown in thi speculative mar- 
ket was at the opening. As on Wednesday 
‘the. time to buy wheat was early in the ses- 
sion. At the start July sdld anywhere from 
Ghige to OB44c, the higher price being ‘4c un- 
der the previous close.

Further Advices on Michigan Fruit—New 
Blackberries Received. 

All kinds of vegetables sold fairly well, while the 

supply was of a moderate order. Cheese was dull 

and new makes a shade lower. New blackberries 

appeared in the market for the first time this 

season. They came from Loutsiana and sold at 


$1.50 per 24-pint case. 
E. C. Reid of Allegan, Mich.,. one of the best 
authorities in the fruit belt, after having made 
inquiries throughout the State, sent the following 
report to Barnett Bros, yesterday: 
** Practically no harm is reported to any kind of 
fruit, even strawberries and cherries. It may be, 
though, that later some of the more tender fruits, 
berries, cherries, and peaches, will show weakness 
and loss from the chilling. It sometimes so occurs. 
The peaches, when weakened from any cause, 
drop more or less in June, and quite possibly will 
do so now. Three-fourths may drop. If no more 
do so there will .be still a full crop and the growers 
will save the great expense they would otherwise 
have to meet for thinning. The trees never were 
more loaded with young fruits, nor did they ever 
into and through the winter in better condition. 

This vigor of the trees is likely to have much to do 
with carrying them through this crisis. Cold, 
damp weather is conducive to the growth of the 
fungus which is the cause of the curl-leaf in the 

saach. On the whole I do not think the fruit be!t 
coe suffered material damage. The grapes are 
nowhere hurt and the chill is not likely to affect 
them. They are not yet quite in bloom. he sea- 
son is a week or two in advance of the usual! con- 
dition. There will be not to exceed a third or 
quarter crop of apples, as the trees, while healthy 
and in much better condition than for several 
years, have not bloomed full.’’

LUMBERMEN DISBELIEVE THE TALE. 


Intended Cancellation Secause of Sixty 
Days’ Notice Clause Incredible. 
Eau Claire, Wis., May 16.—{Special.]—Mil- 
waukee dispatches saying the mill men and 
lumbermen of Northern Wisconsin will soon 
have all the policies canceled by the large 
insurance companies on account of a pro- 
vision in the new law for sixty days’ notice 
of cancellation are received with incredulity 
by lumbermen here. The provision for sixty 
days’ notice applies only, as the law reads, 
to a time in which the hazard shall be in- 
creased solely ‘“‘by an act of God.” This 
means .that the insurance companies shall 
not av themselves in times of extreme 
drought ‘or forest fires of the provision ‘of 
five days’ notice, which is preserved in the 
new law and is, as before, applicable to or- 
dinary cases. This amendment providing 
for sixty days’ notice was the result of the 


ill-advised and hasty action of a number of 


fire insurance companies which, during the 
forest fires of last year, wired cancelation 
notices to the insured mill men, sending back 
their unearned premiums and in some cases 
doing this when fires were within half 4 mile 
of the property insured. In one case a mill- 
owner received such a telegram just as his 
mill caught fire. ‘ 


SAYS THE LAW 18 UNCONSTITOTIONAL. 


Minnesota Supreme Court Declares the 

Standard Policy Law Is Void. 
St. Paul, Minn., May 16,.—[{Special.}—Jus- 
tice Canty of the State Supreme Court in a 
decision declares the law providing for the 
preparation by the Insurance Commission- 
er and adoption of the ** Minnesota standard 
policy’ unconstitutional. The Supreme 
Court’s opinion in this case is given on a re- 
arraignment and reverses its former find- 
ing, and declares the law void for the rea- 
son that it attempted to delegate legislative 
power to the Insurance Commissioner. 
Where a policy of insurance provided, ‘‘ this 
entire policy, unless otherwise provided by 
agreement, indorsed hereon or added here- 
to; shall be void, if the insured now has or. 
shall hereafter make or procure any other 
contract of insurance, whether valid or not, 
on property covered in whole or in part by 
this policy,” it is held that by delivering the 
policy, Knowing the existence of other in- 
surance on the premises, the insurer waived 
the condition, though no such waiver was 
indorsed on the policy.

New Fire Licenses in Michigan.

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GEN. HARRISON HONORED BY NEW 
JERSEY’S HISTORIOAL SOCIETY, » 


Ex-President Goes to Newark to Receive 
the Gift and Make a Speech and Crosses 
Over to New York, Where He Will 
Have His Picture Taken and Talk 
Politics — Society Poses Publicly for 
Charity at Fifth Avenue TheatereGen. 
eral New York News, ’ 

New York, May 16.—[{Special.]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison came to town just before 
sundown tonight and is at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. His sojourn there is merely for rest 
efter the fatigue of today’s semi-centennial 
of the New Jersey Historical Society, cele- 

brated in Newark.. He had come from In- 
dianapolis as far as Newark over the Penn- 
sylvania railroad to receive a gold medal 
struck by the New Jersey Historical Society 
to commemorate the foundation of the con- 
stitutional government of the United States 
and the inauguration of Washington as the 
first President April 30, 1789. 

The medal is bigger than a silver dollar. 
On one side is Washington’s head with the 
words: *“ Washiygton Centennial Medal; 
New Jersey Historical Society;. I789—April 
—j1]889."" On the other are the arms of the 
society, laurel wreath, and the 
* Above-all things,- hold dear your National 
Union.”’ When Mr. Harrison arrived in 
Newark at 2:09 p. m. he was escorted at 
once to the Essex Lyceum at Clinton and 
Beaver streets, where the Historical Society 
was in session. The hall contained about 
hou people. On the stage were Mayor Leb- 
kuecher, Adjutant-Ger-rral William _ 8. 
Stryker, who is Vice-P,vesident of the His- 
torical Society; Messrs. Murphy, Miles, and 
Jackson, and President Samuel H.“Penning- 
ton. Mr. Harrison never looked better in 
his life than as he faced the audience of 
New Jersey's most prominent men and wom- 
President Scott of Rutgers made the 
presentation address, in the course of which 
he said: 

‘The medal which, at the bidding of this 
society, | am to give to you, commemorates 
the. fact that once a great man passed this 
way, and that, 100 years later, and within the 
memory of our youngest children, New Jer- 
sey served you as a path when you went to 
pay your tribute-to Washington, and that 
you marked aut your journey by tracing 
his footsteps.”’ . 

Puts His Audience in a Good Humor. 

Iix-President Harrison began his speech 
of acceptance by putting his audience in 
good humor. He said the whirl and haste of 
a thousand miles by rail had left his head a 
littla unsteady. If he could say any word 
that would stimulate the interest, not only 
of those present, but of all citizens of New 
Jersey in the work of the society he would 
love to speak that word. He was sometimes 


- led to wish for the moment that he had been 
.born in New York, but this scene made him 


think it might be well to have been born in 
New Jersey. Yet he was somewhat compen- 
sated and reassured when he remembered he 
had New Jersey Dlood in his veins. 

Mr. Harrison recalled with pleasure that 
trip through the State in 1889, when with 
every demonstration of honor to the flag and 
honor to those who for the time being held 
public office, the citizens of New Jersey and 
of New York worthily commemorated the 
establishment of the. National Union and 
the inauguration of the civil government 
under the’Constitution. It would be to hima 
great pleasure to add this medal which the 


society had so generously voted to other 


souvenirs of a great occasion. 
Corresponding Secretary William. Nelson 


read a paper on ‘Fifty Years of Historical 


Work in New Jersey,’ and Prof. Woodrow 
Wilson of Princeton. ended the exercises 
with a long and distinctly dry address, 
which touched on the history of the world 
at many important periods. Mr. Harrison 
kept his left hand on his medal in its leather 
case and wiggled his fingérs. Then he trans- 
ferred his new, glossy silk hat to the same 
hand and put his right.thumb in his waist- 
coat armhole. He looked at his watch, and 
he whispered an intimation of his important 
engagements in New York to his nearest 
neighbor. 

At last H was allover. The historical New 
Jersey men surged upon the platform, insist- 
ing on shaking hands with Mr. Harrison to 
the number of at least 200. Taking advan- 
tage of a momentary lull in the handshak- 
ing, the ex-President slipped out of a side 
door and into a carriage. He caught the 
4:55 p. m. train to New York, and came

land Hotel. Shortly after 9 o’clock the ex- 
President returned to the Fifth Avenue lob- 
by. He said there he had not tried his last 
law case, aS some newspapers have stated, 
but expected to keep up the practice of law 
for some time yet. 

“It has been commented upon by some 
newspapers,’’ he continued, ‘‘as a peculiar 
coincidence that I am in New York City at 
the same time as Stephen B. Elkins. Ihave

know that Mr. Elkins was in the city. There 
is nothing in that at all’’—and Gen. Harri- 
son laughed. heartily—‘‘nothing at all, ha, 
ha' I didn’t really know that Mr. Elkins 
was back from his Western trip.”’

Dealers to Meet Monday to Formulate a 
Plan of Action. 

New York, May 16.—[Special.]—A call will 
be sent out.tomorrow for a meeting Monday 
to all the wholesale whisky dealers of this 
city at which those who wish may joinina 
purchasing agreement already in effect be- 
tween a dozen of the biggest wholesalers and 
some of the independent distillers. This is 
opposition to the whisky trust, and is a cre- 
ation less than two months old. Several 
meetings of the big whisky wholesalers have 
been held and a plan of operation decided 
on. They have conferred with the eight or 
ten distillers not in the trust and have found 
that these independents can supply the 
wholesalers with the 40,000 gallons of proof 
spirits used daily. At a meeting today the 
matter of profit was decided upon at oné eent 
a gallon, the price of spirits to the whole- 
salers to fluctuate with the market price of 
corn, but only sufficient to give the distil- 
lers a steady profit of one cent a gallon.

About 11 o'clock several gangs 
of negro longshoremen appeared on the 
Gretna wharf prepared to load the steamship 
Orion. Small crowds of white men gathered 
around the ship just as the negroes arrived. 
The latter insisted their foreman, Dick 
Smothers, should secure tnem protection be- 
tore they would proceed to work. He started 
to cross the wharf to telephone the agents of 
the vessel when the whites opened fire. A 
dozen or more shots were fired and Smothers 
feli with a bullet in leg. He contrived 
to crawlto the ferry-house, where he crossed 
over to the city and received treatment. The 
other negroes or the Orion immediately 
sought shelter froin the mob, and their coin- 
plete disappearance from the scene prevented 
further bloodshed. No more work was done

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Mr. Frederick Warde afforded two hours 
of rare pleasure to an audience which filled 
all the available seats and crowded the 
standing room places in the foyer at the 
Schiller yesterday afternoon. He gave a 
scholarly and thoroughly interesting dis- 
course on “ Shakspeare, His Plays and His 
Players.’’ The spirit which prompted the 
address was one which was aptly fitting 
on the part of an actor of Shakspeare’s 
characters who realizes that the theater- 
goers of today are too ready té turn a deaf 
ear to the greatest of all dramatists. Mr. 
Warde lectured gratuitously and at the in- 
vitation of the Carleton club, which is an im- 
portant factor in amateur dramatics in Chi- 
cago. Both he and the club reaped the sat- 
isfaction of Knowing that their efforts met 
with unqualified appreciation. 

Mr. Warde spoke from the view point of 
one who is an intense admirer of Shaks- 
peare aS a man and as a poet. His re- 
marks showed conclusively that he has long 
been a deep student of the Shakspearean 
drama and the literature pertaining to it, 
and his qualifications as an actor enabled 
him to illustrate what he had to say with 
scenes and passages from at least half a 
dozen of the plays upon which he touched. 

The lecture began with a brief outline of 
the earliest period in the drama from the 
time of Thespius down to the sixteenth cent- 
ury. Then followed a few remarks upon the 
drama as an art and its influence upon civili- 
zation and human progress, the substance 
of which was that the stage, although the 
Cinderella of the arts, was the greatest of 
them all because all others were comprised 
and encompassed init. Mr. Warde summed 
up its moral influence in the sentence, “‘it is 
an institution of the good, founded upon jus- 
tice and right; it is a friend to the oppressed 
and a foe to the oppressor; it holds up to ad- 
miration all the good characteristics of hu- 
man nature and to execration all that is bad 
and unworthy. 

‘“‘We are such iconoclasts and vandals in 
the present day,”’ said Mr. Warde, “‘that I 
regret to say an attempt has been made to 
Geprive Shakspeare of his plays.’’ The speak- 
er then attacked the Baconian theory and 
logically and ably argued its absurdity. 

Shakspeare from the educational view 
point, his influence upon science and ethics, 
was the next topic for consideration. The 
actor-lecturer dwelt upon the _— scien- 
tific significance of parts’ of ‘Hamlet,’ 
“Trolius and Cressida,’’ and other plays, 
next laying particular emphasis upon the 
presence of Christian influence and the re- 
ligious appreciation that characterizes each 


of the thirty-seven plays, using the char-. 


acters of Cardinal Woolsey, Henry V., the 
Earl of Richmond, and Hamlet as examples. 
The remainder of the lecture was devoted 


_to entertaining analyses of the better known 


Shakspeare’s plays, particularly the 
the range including ‘* Hamlet,”’ 
“Romeo and _ =~.Juliet,’’ 
“Henry VIII.,” ‘*‘ The Merchant of Ven- 
ice,’’ and others. The context of these plays 
was given in a manner entertaining to an 
unusual degree, the chief interest centering 
in Mr. Warde’s discussion of the problem of 
Hamlet's insanity, his reasoning strongly 
supporting the theory that the Prince of 
Denmark's insanity was assumed. 

The lecture, in retrospect, was one of the 
treats of the dramatic season in both its 
educational and entertaining aspects. And 
it proved that Mr. Warde is possessed of an 
able and agreeable literary style, and that 
his qualifications as a lecturer are equa! to 
his gifts as an actor in the romantic drama.

There was a demon- 
stration at its close unlike any yet 
seen at the music festival. It was Nordica’s 
last appearance this year in Indianapolis and 
the public seemed not to know when to cease 
upplauding. 

The other Wagner numbers were taken with 
much credit by Mrs. fPatrick Walker 
and Messrs. Rieger and Heimrich The

GOLDEN JUBILEE OF AN ARCHBISHOP. 


The Most Rev. John J. Williams’ Fiftieth 
Sacerdotal Anniversary. 

Boston, Mass., May 16.—In the presence of 
the largest and most notable congregation 
that ever crowded the Cathedrai of the Holy 
Cross and the greatest gathering of dignita- 
ries of the Roman Catholic Church that ever 
assembled in New England, the celebration of 
the Sacerdotal jubilee of the Most Rev. John 
J. Williams, Archbishop of Boston, began to- 
day with a pontifical bigh mass of thanks- 
giving. The mass was ceiebrated by Arch- 
bishop Williams himself. 

On the epistle side of the altar were Mgr. 
Satolli and deacons of honor the Very Rev. 
Father Manien of Baltimore and the Secre- 
tary of Mgr. Satolli, Dr. Rooker. On the 
gospel side was Cardinal Gibbons, attended 
by deacons of honor the Very Rev. John B. 
Hogan of St. John’s Seminary and the Rev. 
Thomas Shahan. Archbishop Williams and 
the assisting priests were stationed in front of 
the altar. About the sanctuary were gathered 
Archbishops Corrigan, Ryan, Elder, Fabre, 
Chappelle. Ireland, and Riordan, and Bishops 
Bradley. Healey, Keane, Michaud, De Goes- 
briand, Harkins, Beavan, and Tierney. 

Immediately after the gospel Bishop De 
Goesbriand of Burlington, Vt., delivered a 
eulogy on the Most Rev. Archbishop, and in 
behalf of the clergy presented him with a 
beautiful chalice of gold studded with 
precious stones, which has been especially 
blessed by the Pope. The sermon of the day 
was delivered by the Rt.-Rev. D. M. Bradley, 
B.shop of Manchester, N. H. 

Tonight a banquet was given, with the ta- 
bles spread for 1,000. The Rev, Tnomas Ma- 
gonness delivered the address on behalf of 
the clergy. Archbishop Williams responded, 
saying that during the afternoon he had re- 
ceived a gold medal and a letter of congratu- 
lation from Pope Leo. Mgr. Satoili’s ad- 
dress was read by his secretary, Dr. Rooker. 

Tomorrow the jubilee will be continued 
with religious exercises in the morning, and 
a visit to the Catholic institutions of tne city 
wiil be made in the afternoon.

THE POOL-SELLERS ARE GETTING READY 

he Republicans in the House have decided 
that the General Assembly should adjourn 
sine die the 14th of next month. Doubtless 
the Senate will agree to that, for it is weil 
along with its work. 

One result of this decision will be that the 
men in this city who are interested in the pas- 
sage of a bill to legalize pool-selling on Illi- 
nois race tracks will make soon a desperate 
effort to get through the House the bit! passed 
some weeks ago by the Senate for their bene- 
fit, There is truth in the printed reports that 
they are ready to spend a great deal of money 
to put it through the House. They can afford 
to spend money lavishly for that purpose, be- 
cause they would get it back and much more 
during the remainder of this season. They 
would be willing to pay thirty or forty thou- 
gand dollars for something which would be 
worth a hundred thousand dollars to them. 

The pool-sellers have made up their minds 
that they must have a law or they will not be 
able todo any businessin this State. They 
have found out that the Civic Federation is in 
earnest, and will not let up in its prosecu- 
tions. _'Therefore between now and the 14th, 
probably-within a few days, an attempt will 
be made to get the House to take up and pass 
the Humphrey bill so that Harlem and 
Hawthorne and the gambling industries car- 
ried on there may prosper for one season or 
till the Supreme Court has declared the law 
unconstitutional. 

It is not likely, however, that the House 
will take favorable action on the Humphrey 
measure for two reasons, One is its own in- 
herent badness, for it is merely an attempt to 
legalize gambling. The other is a knowledge 
by the House members of the fact that who- 
ever votes for that bill will be suspected 
of having been bribed by the gamblers to do 
so, That suspicion may be unfounded, but 
it will stick. A common condemnation will 
involve the men who got the money and those 
who did not. . 

The people will not discriminate, They 

will say that the race-track gamblers were 
ready and able to pay large sums to put the 
bill through; that it did go through; and that 
it would not have done so if the wheels had 
not been greased. The people will not re- 
quire the same evidence that they wouid were 
they sitting on a jury. They will be satistied 
that there was a corrupt bargain when they 
see gamblers raising money to get a bill and 
then see that bill delivered to them, 
' Therefore members of the House who want 
to keep their characters unspotted should 
fight shy of the Humphrey bill. If any of 
them vote for it it will be hard for them to 
convince their constituents that their pockets 
are not lined with the money of Chicago gam- 
blers. The agents of the pool-sellers will be 
at Springfield soon. They may bid high, but 
it will be dangerous to accept their offers.

THE DECLINE OF SILVER. 

The following figures were taken by Mr. 
George A. Shufeldt from the ijatest mint re- 
port for a recent letter to Tue Tripune. 
They show conclusively that the coinage of 
silver has nut enhanced the bullion value of 
the metal in the past, that the more silver was 
coined into dollars the greater was the depre- 
ciation in the market price of the white metal, 


and the wider the ratio between it and gold.

he table simply shows how much was 
coined. The purchases were much larger. 
Under the Bland-Allison law of 1878 they 
were 2,500,000 ounces per month, and under 
the Sherman law of 1890 they were 4,500,000 
ounces per month. The more was bought the 
lower was the price, and the market for silver 
is higher now than it was previous to the re- 
peal of the Sherman act a year and a half 
ago. Under both these acts 460 million 
ounces of silver were bought, and about 
420 million silver dollars coined. But this 
lideral demand for the white metal did not 
arrest the almost continuous decline, not- 
withstanding free coinage in India of an 
equal or greater amount in the same time, a 
large absorption by China and Japan, and 
more or less silver used for subsidiary coin- 
age in many of the European countries. 

In spite of these facts Coin’s Financial 
Fool and his disciples and colaborers persist- 
ently and dogmatically assert that free coin- 
age by the Unite? States alone would elevate 
the silver bullion of this country and of the 
rest of the world also to the old price of 
$1.29.3 per ounce. But they do not believe 
it, other than: as they confidently expect, the 
adoption of free coinage in the way they de- 
mand would lower the value of the measuring 
unit, so that silver would only be called worth 
$1.29.3 per ounce in a new dollar that was 
worth little more than hulf of the present dol- 
lar. This is admitted on page 133 of the 
pamphlet in which ‘‘Coin’s’’ daddy airs his 
pretended wisdom. He writes there that the 
‘tremonetization of ailver’’ would ‘double 
the value of all property.” 

The truth is the author of that fake pam- 
phlet wants now to obtain at 4 jump the re- 
sults which would bave been reached more 
slowly but for the legislation of 1873. Those 
results are indicated in his confession to Tuz 
TRIBUNE, as reported on the ninth page of its 
issue of last Saturday. He admitted, ia,sub- 
stance, that this country would have resumed 
specie payments on the cheap silver dollar 
basis. Every year thereafter, as the price of 
silver bullion in London sagged lower and 
lower, it would have been more profitable 
tor our Rocky Mountain miners to have sent 
their bullion to the United States mints and 
had it converted into silver money of ulti- 
mate redemption. The banks would have 
redeemed their notes jn these depreciat- 
ing silver dollars, and the government 
its greenbacks in the same _ sort of 
money. The interest on the national debt 
being payable in ‘‘ coin’’ would have been 
paid in silver worth at first, say, 95 per cent 
in gold, then 90, then 80, afterwards 70, and 
so on down as far as silver bullion could ‘fall 
as measured in gold. The man who bor- 
rowed silver dollars worth 85 cents in gold 
and paid them back a few years:later when 
they were worth only 75 cents each would 
have made 15 cents on the dollar. Then by 
borrowing at 75 cents and paying at 50 cents 
he would make a third part of the later debt. 
The country would all the time have been do- 
ing business on a rising market, as prices 
were measured in depreciating dollars. ** But 
the fearful crime of 1873 prevented all this 
glorious outcome of free silver coinage and 
held us down to the world’s value of things.” 

The difference between the results of this 
condition of things and the adoption of free 
coinage at any time in the future may be 
likened to that between a cutting down of the 
bushel measure to half its original dimen- 
sions by successive parings at the rim or all 
at once. No honest man would gain more by 
one process than by the other, and only the 
few rogues would profit by either. The cut- 
ting down of the bushel and of the dollar 
measure would be equally ridiculous as a 
supposed means of making a people richer, 
and none but a donkey or an a»solute knave 
would advocate it for such or any other pur- 
pose. 


THE MATRIMONIAL ADVERTISER. 

Mr. C, G. Arnold, late barkeeper at the 
Paimer House, more recently engaged in the 
profitable business of wooing for revenue 
only, finds himeelf in hot water. Mr, Arnold 
had set upa personal matrimonial! bureau. 
He watched the matrimonial papers for ad- 
vertisements of gentlemen unattached desir- 
ing to secure matrimonial partners. Such 
advertisements he answered in a fine, femi- 
nine hand, setting forth his personal charms, 
bewailing his lonesome condition, and in- 
closing’ a photograph of an actress with 
which the more securely to hook his victim. 
It is a little remarkable that so many of these 
fools bit at his bait. when it is considered 
that all of his !etters bear an unmistakable 
financial stamp. In one of them, for in- 
stance, he implores Mr. H. H. Warner, a 
farm implement dealer at Sedan, Pope Coun- 
ty, Minn., to trust to him implicitly and send 
him $30, upon receipt of which his bride 
would fly tohim. He says in his letter: “ In- 
close $30 in paper money; put it between 
the letter paper, for I' will not accept post- 
office orders, express orders. bank checks, 
or registered letters, for the reuson I 
would be compelled to get friends to identi- 
fy me and thus betray my matrimonial inten- 
tions.”” Mr. Arnold addsa postscript which 
was so cold biooded that it aroused Warner’s 
suspicions. It was to this effect: ‘ Mr. 
Warner, do not beat around the bush, but 
come to the point and send me the money at 
once,”’” This postscript did the business. 
Warner forwarded the letter to the authorities 
here and Arnold was caught, but not until he 
had secured remittances from other ninnies 
in various parts of the country, which were 
to be applied to the purchase of rings, wed- 
ding trousseaus, traveling expenses, etc, He 
aleo bad several rings sent to him from ¢_.- 
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fiding swains, which it was his custom to put 
up at his * uncle’s,”’ 

Arnold was doing a good business when ar- 
rested and had it not been for the suspicions 
of Warner, whose hold upon his money was 
stronger than his desire to plunge into matri- 
mony, he might have been doing a good busi- 
ness still, His outlay was only for postage 
stamps and cheap photographs of actresses, 
while his income was at least fifty dollars 
from each of the parties on his string and the 
string was getting loager all the time. Ap- 
parently it was a safe business also, for no 
one would anticipate that any one of the vic- 
tims would squeal whea he found himself 
taken in and done for. He might safely 
reckon that no one would wish to expose him- 
self to the mockery of his friends and neigh- 
bors by confessing that he had been caught in 
any such trap, but the Sedan man proved to 
be an exception and in uncovering himeelf he 
also uncovered numerous others who have 
been in correspondence with Arnold and who 
will not thank Warner for whut he has done. 

While one cannot but admire the ingenuity 
of Mr. Arnold’s plan for raising money with- 
out working for a living, and while one can 

ave but little sympathy for the persons 
whom a bled, still it is cause for con- 
gratulatiOn that Arnold’s scheme has been 
nipped in the bud and thathe has been 
clutched by the law before his nets were full 
of victims. There should be some way of 
protecting the idiots who answer matrimonial 
advertisements. Few have even the small ray 
of sense displayed by the Sedan man, 
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DIVERSION OF GRAIN FREIGHT. 

The Sioux City Journal takes up the sub- 
fect of the diversion of grain freight from 
Chicago as indicated by the railroad reports 
for last year. Itsays there have been great 
changes in the routes by which grain is car- 
ried from interior points to.the seaboard, the 
tonnage not now passing through Chicago as 
it formerly did, and that these changes are in 
large part the ultimate cause of the cutting 
of trunk line rates which formerly were so 
rigidly maintained. It adds this is a matter 
of pure transportation strategy, whieh seems 
really to involve the essential competition 
that steadily pulls down the cost of transpor- 
tation, and that ‘‘for once Chicago is hit 
by it.”’ 

This hardly is a correct way of stating the 
case. The fact is Chicago has been struck at 
if not ‘hit’ all the time, for many years 
past. There is a standing discrimination 
against this city in the matter of railroad 
ratesfrom points further west, Not only do 
cut-off lines carry grain around us at rates 
which are several cents per 100 pounds less 
than the sum of the two rates east and west 
of this point, but lines which pass many miles 
to the southward transport the grain to the 
Atlantic seaboard at figures which fully meet 
the cheapness of lake freightage as added to 
the usual rail charges to this city. The latter 
generally are higher than they ought to be 
under the circumstances, the carrying lines 
following as nearly as they dare the rule 
long since laid down by the railroad 
monopolists of the Pacific coast to ‘‘ make 
the traffic pay all it will bear.”’ It has even 
been alleged that the policy of certain rail 
magnates has been to discriminate persist- 
ently against us, not out of any particular 
hatred for Chicago, but froma desire to 
cripple the lake route as a most formidable 
competitor. It is not necessary to insist on 
this allegation as true. The point is men- 
tioned only as an index to an uncoubted fact, 
whatever may be the motive, Of course the 
lake route from the Northwest is competitive 
also, but in a broader sense of theterm. It 
carries from new territory, and takes to the 
seaboard little grain from areas that used to 
ship to Chicago. 

All this, however, does not account for the 
whole of the 25 per cent of decrease exhibited 
by the reported movement of flour and grain 
to and from Chicago last year as compared 
with 1873. The corn crop is officially esti- 
mated to have been fully 400 million bushels 
less thun in 1893. and though it is well 
known that the bulk of a corn crop surplus 
does not move from the counties in which it 
is grown till the next calendar year, yet 
there can be no doubt,that the prospect of a 
poor yield for 1894 enormously reduced the 
movement from the farm in spite of the 
higher prices bid by consumers in the cities. 
Probably this much more than counterbal- 
anced the reported gain of 88 million bush- 
els in the aggregate of wheat and oats. But 
after muking due allowance for this there still 
remains the fact of a falling off, 
at least a part of which must be 
attributed to gross discriminations against 
the commerce of this city by the rail carriers. 
The subject is one that well may be com- 
mended to the attention of our local freight 
bureau. That organization has done good 
work in pointing out the existence of gross 
abuses and in precuring the partial refofm of 
some of them, There still is work enough 
for it to do, and its efforts in securing fair 
treatment for the merchants of this city 
should be seconded by every one who has the 
good of Chicago at heart, but want no dis- 
crimination in favor of ite trade any more 
than they would desire to see discrimination 
against it. 


THE SOUTH TOWN TAX-EATERS, 

The Democrat Honan, who was Collector of 
South Chicago for the year prior to last April, 
seems to have been educated in Hopkins’ pay- 
roll school and to have been an exceedingly 
apt pupil. In one respect he excelled his in- 
structor, for no man on the Department of 
Public Works pay-rolls is credited with more 
than seven days’ work in a week. Honan, 
however, found out how to get ten, twelve, or 


even thirteen days into a seven-day week and 


to pay a man for those interpolated days. 
Thus it appears from specimen pay-rolls 
printed in yesterday’s Trisunsz that during 
the week ending March 9 of this year an ab- 
normally industrious man named Cary was 
paid $130 for thirteen days’ work at $10 per 
day. Cary had a good job. 

But, in spite of the unparalleled industry of 
Cary, Rooney,.and various other individuals 
who according to the pay-rolls worked with- 
out cessation from Monday morning to Sun- 
day morning, the total number of men on the 
pay-rolls was from one-half to one-third 
greater than ever before while salaries were 
no smaller than in other years. Why it should 
be necessary to employ more men when the 
work was beng done by a few indefatigable 
twelve and thirteen days to the wec< toilers is 
not explained. . Nor is there any explanation 
why the pay-rolls were not cut down or any 
of*the deputy collectors discharged after 
March 1, when the bulk of the work was 
finished. 

No explanation is required by a person who 
is familiar with the nature of the instruction 
given in Hopkins’ pay-roll school. The pu- 
pils are taught there that the first duty of a 
man in a public office is to distribute among 
personal friends, ward bummers and heel- 
ers all the money that can be squeezed out of 
the taxpayers. Heis taught also that this 
must be done “ decently and in order” by 
utilizing the machinery of the pay-roll for 
purposes of distribution, A pay-roll can be 
used to double the pay of lazy tax-eaters or 
to hand public moneys 6ver to ren who never 
did a stroke of work. 

These pay-roills are to be investigated by the 
Civic Federation. Itshouid inquire at the 


game time whether they wore passed on by | 
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the Justices on the Town Board, and ifso how 
they came to approve them, and whether, 
having approved them, they consider them- 
selves fit for the positions they hold. 


“COIN’S” WAR WITH ENGLAND. 

On page 182 of his fake pamphlet the agent 
of the Montana silver kings puts into the 
mouth of an alleged boy the following utter- 
ance: 

A war,with England would be the most pop- 
ular ever waged on the face of the earth. If it 
istrue that she can dictate the money of the 
world, and thereby create world-wide misery, 
it would be the most just war ever waged by 
man. 

This is a declaration that a war between 
England and the United States would be the 
most popular ever waged, whether any justi- 
fication could be found for it or not; but that 
if a certain state of things were found to ex- 
ist, so much the better. The inference is that 
we ought to get up a fight in any event, fight 
tirst, and afterwards look for justification of 
the quarrel, 

The only reason adduced fer the expression 
of this fiendish sentiment is that * Engiand is 
the creditor nation of the globe, and collects 
hundreds 2f millions of doliars in interest an- 
nually in gold from the rest of the world,” 
including the United States. It is fair to 
presume that no one will deny the money 
lent or otherwise invested in foreign lands by 
Britishers was in gold, since even Coin’s 
Financial Fool says England has been on an 
exclusively gold basis ever since the year 
1816. So, because they want their own to be 
returned with interest, and in money of the 
same kind and unit value as that they parted 
with, war should be declared upon them. 
Much more than that, the money is due to a 
very small minority of the English people, 
and fully 90 per cent of what is due them 
from parties in the United States is owing by 
a small minority here, Hence, the proposi- 
tion advanced by ‘**Coin”’ is that in order 
to enable an American minority to repudiate 
part or the whole of what they owe to a 
British minority, the great majority of the 
people of both nations ought to be set to 
fighting, to suffer by the killing and wounding 
of many thousands of their numbers in bat- 
tle, and pay the large pecuniary cost of the 
conflict waged in the interest of the capital- 
ists on each side of the Atlantic. 

None but an utterly ignorant financial 
fool would propose that for such an ignoble 
purpose we should goto war with our best 
customer. Probably he is not aware that 47 
per cent of all our exports of domestic mer- 
chandise during the fiscal year ending with last 
June went to Great Britain, while only 16 per 
cent of our imports came from that country. 
We sent in grain, cotton, meats, and other 
products, 427 million dollars’ worth, and re- 
ceived in return but little more than 107 mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of the goods which “the 
hated Britishers’’ haveto sell. If our for- 
eign commerce were only with the British Isles 
we should receive from them more than 100 
million dollars in gold each year after allow- 
ing the 200 millions which *‘ Coin ” falsely 
claims we pay to them in interest annually. 
The fact is we collect payment in gold from 
England for our large balances on the reverse 
side with other countries. For the same 
fiscal year our imports exceeded our exports 
by 66 millions of dollars with Brazil, 55 
millions with the West Indies, 1544 millions 
with Japan, 1144 millions with China, and 
4 millions with the countries of Central 
America. 

If that is the kind of * misery ”’ inflicted on 
us by England every sensible American citi- 
zen would like to see more of it, just as much 
as the Britishers could stand without the 
bankruptcy that would render them unable to 
keep on buying their food, and cotton, and 
petroleum from us at such an active rate. So 
long as England is willing te tote fair, other- 
wise to continue being our best customer, 
taking from us 47 per cent of all that we sell 
to the whole world outside the United States, 
and paying full value for all she receives, 
none but a financial fool of the most doltish 
kind ora fiend incarnate would propose to 
go to war with her for the mere purpose of 
enabling persons who have borrowed full 
value money toavoid the payment of their 
just debts. 


THE NEW ILLUMINATING GAS, 

It is reported that acetylene. the new illu- 
minating gas, will soon be offered for general 
use by householders in New York, atrange- 
ments for its manufacture being almost com- 
pleted. The gas element consists of two 
molecules of carbon and two of hydrogen, 
being the lowest in the series of ‘ hydro-car- 
bons which enter into many of the products 
of petroleum and coal tar. Itisalmosta 
pure carbon vapor.. It can be changed into 
the liquid form by pressure, and confined in 
thé same kind of cans that are used for the 
liquefaction of carbonic acid gas. The plan 
for using is to connect these cuns with the 
service pipes and allow the contents to pass 
through them, a regulator permitting the liquid 
to change back tu the gaseous form, It re- 
quires a specially constructed burner, the one 
ordinarily used for coal gas being too large. 
The burners permit the passage of about one 
cubic foot per hour for a light of fifty candle- 
power. The resulting flame is avout an inch 
wide, three-quarters of an inch high, very 
brilliant, and pure white. It has but half the 
heating power of the ordinary illuminating 
gas, and does not vitiate the air so much, as it 
takes up a reiatively small quantity of oxygen. 
It is claimed that with one foot per hour the 
new gas will give as much light as a twenty- 
five candle-power gas burner using the ordi- 
nary illuminating gas. The cost to consumers 
is not definitely settled on, but it is stated that 
if the calcic carbide, which is used as a base, 
costs $50 per ton the cost of the gas to con- 
sumers would be equal to about 50 cents per 
1,000 feet of ordinary gas, and cheaper car- 
bide would mean correspondingly cheaper 
illumination. 

The discovery of the new gas was purely a 
matter of accident. The discoverer, Mr. T. 
L. Wilson, observed that when lime and pow- 
dered anthracite were mixed and placed un- 
der the influence of electricity a heavy semi- 
metallic mass was formed. He could see no 
use for this and threw the mixture into a pail 
of water, the result being the formation of a 
heavy gas amid much effervescence, which 
burned with a smoky, luminous fame, The 
compound was found to be calcic carbide, 
and it was ascertained. that the addition of 
water caused a double decomposition, with 
the formation of lime and acetylene. One 
pound of the carbide yields 5.3 cubic feet of 
acetylene. This is not vastly greater than 
the quantity of coal gas obtainable from coal 
by the old processes of gas manufacture, but 
the difference in value may be more than 
made up for in the superiority of the product 
per unit of volume, as above indicated, the 
claim for which remains to be proved to the 
satisfaction of the general public, though it is 
said to be vouched for by the New York So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry, which may be 
called the godfather of the newly christened 
a SAT ——- — 

Somz time ago the savings banks of this city 
reduced to 3 per cent the rate of interest paid 
by them on deposits, the reason being the in- 
creasing difficulty experienced in placing the 
money where it would earn a good profit on 


ings simjlar reduction, and it iy thought this. 
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earning power of money is not limited by 
State lines. A bill is pending in the New 
York Senate partially to meet the difficulty 
in another way. It is to amend the statutory 
definition of securities in which a savings 
bank in that State may invest, giving a wider 
discretion to the managers than has been per- 
initted hitherto. But it restricts them to the 
bonds and stocks that yie!d only small re- 
turns, because they are the safest. The se- 
curities specified are the bonds of the United 
States and of New York and other States that 
have not been in default for ten years, real 
estate mortgages, and bonds of all minor 
civil divisions in New York State, and the 
bonds of cities in other States, Among these 
are St. Louis, Milwaukee, Des Moines, and 
Louisville, but not Chicago. This city is ex- 
cluded from the list of those the securities of 
which may be held by the savings banks of 
New York State, and the list does not include 
any city south of Louisville and Baltimore. 
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Tomorrow morning about 10 o’clock the 
planet Venus, which for some weeks has 
been creeping nearer and nearer to Jupiter in 
the evening sky, will attain her least appar- 
ent distance from him, passing about two de- 
grees tu the north of him. . Both this evening 
and tomorrow evening. if the sky be clear, 
they will be visible in close proximity, the ap- 
parent distance between them being about 
four times the breadth of the full moon. The 
evening of May 26 the moon will be four de- 
grees south of Jupiter, the next morning two 
degrees south of Venus, and the evening of 
the 27th three degrees south of Mars. The 
afternoon of June 4 the planet Mercury will 
attain his greatest eastern elongation from 
the sun and for two or three evenings preced- 
ing and following that date he will be visible 
in the west soon after sunset if the atmos- 
phere be clear in the direction of the planet. 
The evening of June 4 Venus and Mars will 
be near together, Venus passing one degree 
to the north of Mars about sunrise the next 
morning.

AGAINST BRITISH DESIGNS. 


Will Probably Have to Settle for Its Treat- 
ment of the Alleged British Citizens! 
Walker and Rickard=England’s Tactics 
with Nicaragua td Be Repeated with 


the Islands=—Secretary Gresham’s Let- 


ters to Minister Willis on the Cases of 


Cranston and Bowler. ~ 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—[{Special.]— 


There is every reason to believe Great Brit- 
ain is preparing to repeat in the Hawaiian 
Islands the salient features of what is now 
known as the Nicaragua incident. Lord 
Kimberley’s declaration establishing the 
British citizenship of Walker and Rickard 
is said to be only the first step toward more 
yigorous measures. Inquiry at the State 
Department this afternoon, together with

country. The most notable were the 3 


\of J, Cranston, deported to Vancouver, and 


J. F. Bowler, sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment and $5,000 fine. 


Attitude of the United States. 

In each of these cases appeals were made 
to the Uhited States Government for pro- 
tection. The action of the Department of 
State in behalf of these cases.has been made 
known to the friends of the men here, and 
the formal letters of Secretary Gresham are 
pow published as indicating the attitude the 
State Department at Washington has as- 
sumed towards the whole question of citi- 
zenship of Americans who have become at 
any time attached to the Hawaiian Repub- 
lic, and particularly as showing an essential 
difference in the view of this subject taken 
by the Governments of the United States 
and Great Britain, as revealed in the at- 
titude of the latter in the case of Walker 
and Rickard, alleged to be British subjects. 
The correspondence is made up of two let- 
ters. In the letter touching the Cranstun 
case Mr. Gresham says to Minister Willis: 

It appears that after having been kept in jail

In tact, I do not yet know that this 
country will not take a hand in the matter, 
We have been led to believe these trials were 
in reality reyenue-producing schemes. 
Heavy iines were imposed, and then the 
sentences of imprisonment were remitted on 
payment of the fines. Great Britain will un- 
doubtedly look into these cases thoroughly, 
and if, in the confusion of the riot and re- 
bellion, the wrong men were punished, the 
Hawaiian republic will have to settle.”’ 

- Among members of the diplomatic corps 
who are friendly to Hawaii the opinion is 
general the performance in Nicaragua is 
about to be repeated in Hawali, and it is 
noted as a peculiar evidence of Great. Brit- 
ain’s distinctive policy that ghe attack on 
Hawaii, like the demonstration against Ni#- 
aragua, involves’ American naval interests 
directly. The concession of Pearl Harbor 
by Hawaii as a coaling station is conceded 
to be of vast importance to the naval opera- 
tions of this country, second only to the Nic- 
aragua Canal. Should Great Britain trump 
up a claim against Hawaii the result would 
be a cloud on our title to. Pearl Harbor as 
well as to the Nicaragua Canal. Different 
interviews today demonstrate the fact that 
the State Department has not only been in- 
forined of Great Britain’s intentions as to 
Hawali, but cons@nts to opening up the 
whole question of the recent rebellion. 

To “Teach Hawaii a Lesson.” 

The intention is to ‘‘teach Hawaii a les- 
son” and do it before Congress meets. It 
was positively said at the department today 
this country had received assurances Great 
Britain would attempt no permanent occu- 
ration of the islands, and with this assur- 
ance -in view President Cleveland’s admin- 
ixtration will make no attempt to interfere, 
especially as Lorin A. Thurston, the Ha- 
watian Minister who was driven out of 
WaBhington, is back in the islands directing 
the foreign policy of the infant republic. 
‘the President has never yielded an inch in 
his hatred for the Republicans in Hawaii, 
and he will beyond doubt allow Great Britain 
make its power felt without lifting a finger 
to.prevent it. 

“When the proceedings of the court-mar- 
tial are submitted to Great Britain,’’ re- 
marked Frank Hastings, Chargé d’ Affairs 
of the-Hawaiian Embassy, ‘there will be no 
question as to the nationality of Rickard 
and Walker at the time they committed the 
offenses charged against them. Both were 
full-fledged citizens of Hawaii and at their 
trial this fact was brought outclearly. Any 
fair-minded person wha will take the trou- 
ble to go over the records in their cases will 
soon reach the conelusion that these men 
were amenable to the laws of the country 
against which they were inciting an upris- 
ing. There was no denial of the fact they 
were engaged in carrying munitions of war 
for the use of the royalists in Honolulu at 
the time of their capture, and this will be 
brought out strongly by my home govern- 
ment at the proper time. England has no 
case against the Republic of Hawaii and no 
trumped-up charges will be tolerated,” 

From official communications at the lega- 
tion here it was ascertained sworn testi- 
mony was-adduced at the trial showing that 


. Rickard acted asa receiver of arms from the 


schooner which brought them to the scence 
of trouble. They were passed over the side of 
the vessel into boats which Rickard had in 


* waiting to convey them ashore, andthey were 


taken to a place of concealment adjacent to 
the palace of Queen Lil. Subsequently one 
of the sailors who had been engaged in this 
work gave in detail before the court all that 
had transpired, and Rickard and his counsel 
did not attempt to deny it. During the en- 
tire trial the . British Commissioner was 


_ present and no protest was made by him at 


the time that the rights of any subject of his 
Queen was being abridged. 


: Walker’s Case Is Weak. 
In relation to Walker there appears to he 
a weaker case for British intervention than 


that of Rickard. At first it was contendéd . 


Walker was a citizen of the United States, 
but that bluff did not work with Minister 
Willis, who declined to interfere in hisbe- 
half. Some of his friends asserted he had 
been a soldier in the Union army, but no 
trace of his name could be found at the War 
Department among the muster rolls of the 


rebellion. Finding this scheme would not

You 
state that when you asked the Attorney-General 
for an expianation of. the proceedings he replied 
the Cabinet had determined to deport the men 
“in the exercise of the arbitrary power con- 
ferred by martial law.’’ As this was the only 
explanation he gave it is assumed it was all he 
had to offer and he gave it without suggesting 
any question as to Mr. Cranstun’s nationality. 

If the position thus assumed be sound the very 
proclamation of martial law in Hawaii renders 
all foreigners there residing, including Ameri- 
cans, liable to arrest and deportation without 
cause and without any reason other than the 
fact that the executive power wills it. They may 
be taken from their homes and their business, 
they may be deprived of their liberty and ban- 
ished, they may be denied the ordinary as well as 
the special treaty rights of residents, without 
offense or misconduct on their part, simply in 
the exercise of arbitrary power. 

To state such a proposition is, in the opinion of 
the President, to refute it. In view of what has 
been stated your course in protesting against the 
position assumed by the Attorney-General of 
Hawaii is approved. 

In the second letter, relating to the Bowler 
case, Secretary Gresham says: 

Sir: It appears from your No. 88.of February 
28th that on the 22d of that month J. F. Bowler 
was convicted by a military commission, sitting 
at Honolulu, for participating or implication in 
the disturbance or uprising in Hawaii early in 
January and sentenced to imprisonment at hard 
labor for five years and to pay a fine of $5,000; 
that he now claims protection as an American 
citizen; and that the Hawaiian authorities assert 
he is not entitled to such protection, because he 
is a naturalized citizen of that goverument. 

When Mr. Bowler left this country and went to 
Hawaii does not appear, but March 18, 1885, he 
voluntarily took an oath to support the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the Hawaiian Islands and bear 
true allegiance to the King without expressly 
renouncing or reserving his allegiance to the 
United States. Sec. 432 of the statute prescrib- 
ing this oath (compiled laws of Hawaii, 1884) 
provides that every foreigner so naturalized 
shall be deemed for all purposes a native of the 
islands, subject only to their laws and entitled to 
their protection and no longer amenable to his 
native sovereign while residing in the kingdom, 
nor entitled to resort tohis native country for 
protection or intervention; that for every such 
resort he shall be subject.to the penalties an- 
nexed to rebellion, and that, having been thus 
naturalized, he shall be entitled to all the rights 
and immunities of a Hawaiian subject. I am in- 
formed the Supreme Court of Hawaii has held 
the taking of this oath operates to naturalize the 
alien and admit him to -fall citizenship. It is 
not claimed since 1885 Mr. Bowler ever returned 
to the United States or resided elsewhere than 
on the islands. 

This government has never held: to the doc- 
trine of perpetual allegiance. On the contrary 
from its organization it has maintained the 
right to throw off one’s natural allegiance and 
assume another is inalienable. The effect of 
naturalization is to place the adopted citizen in 
the sume relation to the government as native 
citizens or subjects. The right of the Hawaiian 
Government with his consent to adopt Mr. Bow- 
ler as fully as if he had been born 
upon its soil is as clear as his right 
to expatriate himself. He manifested his inten- 
tion of abandoning his American citizenship by 
taking the oath to support the Constitution and 
laws of Hawaii and bear true allegiance to the 
King. and, so far as known, he manifested no 
contrary intention before his arrest. That oath 
is inconsistent with his allegiance to the United 
States. By taking it he obligated himself tosap- 
port the government of his adoption, evea to the 
extent of fighting its battles in the event of war 
between it and the country of his origin. He 
could not bear true allegiance to both govern. 
ments at the same time. 

The President directs that you inform Mr. 
Bowler he is not entitled to the protection of the 
United States: that in similar cases you will be 
guided by the views herein expressed, and that 
you furnish the Minister of Foreign Affairs with 
a copy of this instruction.

‘MUST TAKE THE LEAD. 


GERMAN BIMETALLISTS FOROING 
THEIR OOUNTRY TO TAKE AOTION. 


Resolutions Passed by the Upper House of 
the Prussian Diet in Favor of Steps Be- 
ing Taken at Once Looking to an Inter- 
national Bimetallic Agreement=Prince 
Hohenlohe and the Governor of the 
Reichsbank Vainly Protest—Count Kal- 


noky Again Offers His Resignation. 

Berlin, May 16.—In spite of the fact that 
the Chancellor, Prince von Hohenlohe-Schil- 
lingsfurst, deprecated the matter, the Up- 
per House of the Prussian Diet, by a vote of 
72 to 38, adopted the resolution of Count 
von Mirbach in favor of steps being taken for 
the prompt settlement of the currency ques- 
tion by an agreement as to internationa!} 
bimetallism. During the course of the de- 
bate the Governor of the Reichsbank 
strongly opposed the motion and warned the 
Federal Government it would thereby cre- 
ate disaster and confusion. 

Prince Hohenlohe said the Prussian Min- 
istry, of which he is Premier, had not yet 
decided what course to pursue, but he ad- 
hered to his statement in the Reichstag that 
the government would submit the silver 
question to further examination in concert 
with the federal governments, and was also 
willing ultimately to meet the other powers 
and discuss common measures to be taken, 
Eut first of all the basis of the discussion, 
he insisted, must be definitely settled upon. 

Continuing, the Chancellor said so soon 
as the answers of the governments which 
had been consulted were received renewed 
attempts would be made to continue an in- 
ternational éxchange of views upon the sub- 
ject. Therefore he advised the House, if it 
did not wish to support the affair, to adopt 
Herr Becker’s amendment, which struck out 
that part of Count von Mirbach’s motion 
which demanded that Germany take the in- 
itiative.

Reforms Required of Turkey in Armenia

Constantinople, May 16.—The note pre- 
sented to the Sultan by the representatives 
of the powers respecting reforms in 
Armenia. comprises 250 closely written 
quarto pages. Among the measures 
preliminary to the reforms, ‘the 
note demands the appointment of a High 
Commissioner, general amnesty for and re- 
lease of all political prisoners. the revision of 
certain judgments, and the appointment of a 
commission to sit at Constantinople 
charged with the surveillance and ap- 
plication of the reforms. and .working 
in concert with the High Commission. 
er previously referred to. The principal re- 
forms demanded are that the Governors and 
Vice-Governors of Van, Erzeroum, Sivas, 
Bitlis, Kharput, and Trebizonde be Christians 
or Mussulmans, according to how the 
population of these places be divided. 
The government is to strictly enforce the laws 
against compulsory conversions to Islam.

TO FINANCE VENEZUELA’S INCOME, 
Americans to Have a Banking Monopoly= 
It Will Prevent English Designs. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 16.—Venezuela 
does not intend to be caught napping, as 
Nicaragua was, by England. President 
Crespo has evolved a scheme for the estab- 
lishment of the Bank of Venezuela, in which 
American capital is to be heavily interested, 
and to which is to be intrusted the collection 
of taxes and duties. Donald Grant, the Fari- 
bault, Minn., contractor, told the story be- 
fore his recent departure for Caracas. The 
bank is to have a paid up capital of $5,000,- 
000, half of which is to be furnished by the 
Venezuelans and the rest by the Minuesota 
men and their Eastern backers iu New York 
and Washington. The bank will have a com- 
plete monopoly of the collection of the taxes 
and duties for the country. In return it 
will have a contract under which it will 
be impossible for the Governor to draw out 
the sums paid in duties and in taxes except in 
small portions and after aotice, the effect of 
which will be to keep the money in the bank 
for at least a vear. It will have certain rights 
in the matter of State money and other con- 
cessions will be granted. Among these will 
be control of governmental bond issues, 
something which the English have hitherto 
taken charge of. 

The Venezuelan Congress will adjourn June 
15 and the charter for the bank will be grant- 
ed before that time. It is expected the bank 
will enter upon the collection of duties at the 
earliest possible date. This haste is caused in 
part by the action of Great Britain in levying 
on the revenues of Nicaragua. The officials 
of Venezuela desire to be protected from any 
similar more in so faras the bank with an 
American interest can protect them. 


YELLOW-FEVER FOR BRITISH TROOPS 


Epidemic Breaks Out in the Garrison at 
St. Lucia, West Indies, 

Halifax, N. S., May 16.—Advices from St. 
Lucia, West Indies, say an epidemic of yel- 
low-fever has broken out there among the 
British artillery.

tional Ministers that it liked Mr. Hulbert, 
didn’t mind if he was “addicted to the use 
of humor,” and gently hinted that inasmuch 
as the congregation was the one that had to 
listen to the humor it needn’t worry the asso- 
‘ciation, The committee wound up with the 
sententious remark that the congregation 
would install the Rev. Mr. Halbert, humor 
and all, whether the association liked it or 
not, so the ministers might as well save time 
on their resolutions. Then the committee 
smniled sweetly and withdrew. 

‘The association had got half its resolutions 
on the subject ready, but it decided to tear 
‘them up and’ talk it over again, Feeling as- 
sured that any attempt to reject the Rev. Mr. 
Hulbert would result in a split in the church, 
the association finally indorsed that minister.

HARLEM GIVES iT UP. 


NO FUTURE RAOING AT THE PRO- 
VISO TRAOK. 


Warrants Issued for George Vv. Hankins, 
Sid McHie, William Martin, and Joseph 

A. Murphy, and the Officials Decide Not 
to Go Against the Prosecution—Death 
of Racing in Cook County Unless Fav- 
orable Legistation Is Secured=Trotting 
Horse Men and Roby Jointly Blamed, 
There will be no more horse racing in Cook 
County unless the Legislature now in ses- 
sion enacts some sort of a law favorable to 
the sport. As the matter now stands the 
running game is dead and the promoters 
thereof openly announce they will see that 
no trotting meeting with/pool-selling at- 
tachment is allowed in any county of the 
State until legislation is secured. The run- 
ning horse men express the belief that the 
trotting horse men are at the back of the

Civic Federation’s recent raid on Hawthorne 
and threatened raid on Harlem, and they are

The climax was reached just before noon 
yesterday, when the Chicago Fair Grounds 
Association made public announcement that 
there would be no more racing on the Harlem 
track until further notice. Advertisements 
were ordered out all the papers, lithographs 
were taken from windows, and the Chicago 
and Nonthern Pacific was notified to run no 
special trains, as there would be no more 
racing for the present at least, 

The officers of the association gave out the 
following for publication: 


There will be no racing at Harlem until _ fur- 
-¥ notice, and the program has been declared 
off. 
The people of Illinois do not want racing 
stopped, but they are powerless to act while cer- 
tain men with unsatisfied political ambitions are 
manipulating an organization known as_ the 
**Civic Federation” for their own private ends. 
We are in possession of ab-olute knowledge of 
the animus of the raids on Hawthorne and the 
proposed raids on Harlem. The whole thing 
was projected by certain trotting horse men of 
the State to try and-force us to use an influence 
with the Legislature to pass the Aspinwall bill, 
which met an uutimely death in the Senate. We 
have not bothered our heads about legislation 
at Springfield, nor do we propose to do 
so. We have a handsome plant’ in 
the Town _i oof Harlem, which. is all 
paid for, and’ we do not owe acentin the world, 
which is probably more than many who malign 
uscan say. It is not much of a hardship to close. 
None of us have ever found the problem of, mak- 
ing a living a serious one. There are millions of 
dollars invested in stock raising industries in 
the State and when we close these will be ruined, 
There are not less than 10,000 people engaged in 
the work of raising and racing Soaren. and these 
will be thrown out of employment and their 
means of making a living takenaway. When the 
virtuous Civic Federation witnesses the spectacle 
of these men with their wives and small, helpless 
children starving it will doubtless feel proud of 
the work that it has accomplished. It really 
should. The public reformer of today is the true 
enemy of our social system, a hypocrite at heart; 
he is willing to ruin to attain the notoriety he 
Crazes. 

Common decency would have dictated that the 
Civic Federation hold its hands off the race 
tracks until the Legislature adjourns at Spring- 
field. The Civic Federation. however, is simply 
the cat’s paw used by trotting horse influence 
and Roby money'to pull the burning chestnuts 
of these organizations out of the tire. One of 
the attorneys of the Civic Federation drew up 
the Aspinwall bill, so that the connection of the 
trotting horse men with the present fight is 
clear. We have decided to change our methods. 
We would lose $2,500 a day by racing at Harlem 
during the next two weeks. We will save 
that money and use it in seeing that 
the pool laws of the State are enforced at ali 
trotting meetings. We may even join the Civic 
Federation and then we will be lauded as great 
reformers and be assured that our eternal salva- 
tion is no longer in jeopardy. We spent $300,- 
000 last fall in building one of the best race 
tracks in America. We thought the laws of the 
State protected us, but found lateron that they 
did not, the Supreme Court ceeenng Serene the 
winter that the law meant nothing. e thought, 
of course, that we would not be interfered with 
until the present Legislature had defined its po- 
sition in the matter. No such courtesy has been 
sbown us and we propose toclose. Two yearsis not 
a long time as things go, and when the people of 
Illinois see Chicago losi to New York some of 
its prestige brought it by its high-class race 
tracks they willcry loud and long for a restitu- 
tion of the sport. As the good die young, tne 
Civic Federation may not live two years.

Mr. Hunt proposed to try all the cases to- 
gether, but Mr. Shaffner opposed it on the 
ground of dissimilurity, and the defendants 
were not examined jointly unless they were 
charged jointly in the samecomplaint.

The case of 
Falk and Ware was examined at considerable 
length, but it the separate cases of Frank 
McMahon, D. M. Hogan, and Martin A. 
Hughes, after the first witness had testified to 
the overt act, Mr. Shaffuer waived further ex- 
amination. Ali of these defendants were held 
to the Criminal Court in bonds of $500 each.

by a man at his side. But Raphael, while he 
admitted he had been “sheet writer” for 
two years to Joseph Ullman, whose business 
he did not know, insisted that when the offi- 
cers arrested him he was not writing anything, 
but simply making a series of parallel lines 
by way of pastime. This story made such an 
impression on Jude Ewing that Mr. Hunt re- 
opened his side of the case and put in two 
more witnesses. Bvt the Judge was not satis- 
fied with the proof, and discharged the pris- 
oner.

Devastating Pest Has Also Appeared in 
Parts of Kansas, Ohio, and Other States 
Startling Object Lesson Presented to 
Chicago Brokers by Indiana Farmers, 
Who Brought on ’Change Wheat Stalks 
Filled with the Larvew—Causes the Rise 
in Price on the Board,

DAMAGING FIELDS IN ILLINOIS, 


Loss by the Ravages of the Fly Will 
Amount to Many Thousands, 

In Illinois no reports of severe damage 
have been received at the State Agricultural 
Department, but special dispatches to Tue 
TRIBUNE show the devastating fly has ap- 
peured and is causing great destruction: 

Springfield—The reports which have been re- 
ceived at the State Department of Agriculture 
from the various counties of, the State have in 
two or three instances mentioned the appearance 
of the Hessian fly, but no reports have been re- 
ceived as yet showing that any particular dam- 
age hae been done to the winter wheat from this 
cause. 

Anna—The Hessian fly has again made its ap- 
pearance in this vicinity and it is estimated the 
damage to winter wheat will amount to thou- 
sands of dollars. In some localities about three- 
fourtbs of the crop has been destroyed. 

Cairo—At the present time the full damage 
done to the crop by the Hessian fly in this coun- 
ty cannot be estimated. In the counties above, 
however it is thought one-half of the wheat crop 
will be iost. 

Carmi—Hessian fly is reported to be damaging 
wheat badly in the neighborhood. Some fields 
are almost ruined. 

Hillsboro—The Hessian fly and the long-con- 
tinued dry weather has ruined over 50 per cent 
of the wheat crop of Montgomery County. Farm- 
ers in the southern part of the county are plow- 
ing most of the wheat under and planting corn 
on the land. 

Balleville—Farmers report that the Hessian fly 
has done great damage to winter wheat. The 
general opinion is wheat will not amount toa 
half crop in this county. 

Eftingham—The Hessian fly is doing considera- 
ble damage in this county.. A number of farmers 
are plowing up their wheat and planting corn. 

Shawneetown—The wheat crop will be about 
thres-fourths of an average crop in Galatin 
County. There is complaint of Hessian fly in 
some localities, but it 1s not general. The 
drought has injured the crop. 

Mount Carmei—W inter wheat in Wabash Coun- 
ty isin fairshape. The Hessian fly has not in- 
jured it. 


PART OF INDIANA CROP RUINED, 


Hessian Fly Destroying a Large Percent- 
age of the Wheat. 

Reports received from points in Indiana 
show great Gamage by the pest in some points, 
while in others it has not appeared: 

Delphi—Farmers from some parts of this coun- 
ty report entire fields of winter wheat have been 
ruined by the Hessian fly. Reports indicate that 
damage is quoted in high clay soil. Many farm- 
ers report that their entire crop is ruined. 

Columbus—Farmers in the locality place the 
estiinate on damage done by Hessian fly at 25 
por cent of the average crop of eighteen bushels. 

V heat in many instances is heading out at about 
one-haif its usual height at this season of the 
year, 

Terre Haute—The Hessian fly is doing great 
damage to the wheat in this vicinity and next to 
the results of the drought is thought to have 
caused the most damage. The wheatis heading 
out with the straw less than two feet high. The 
iocal millers today raised the price of Hour to 
the retail trade 25 cents a barrel. 

Rushvitle—The Hessian fly is ruining the 
wheat crop in this county. Nine out of fen 
farmers say they will only baveahalfcrop. The 
rest say the crop will average five busheis to the 
acre, The fly is cutting the crop down and much 
of it will not head. 

Madison—Wheat is in fine condition in Jeffer- 
son County, only slight damage being reported 
from a strange worm cutting near the roots. No 
injury from Hessian fly. 

Marion—With now and then a slight exception, 
winter wheat in Grant County has escaped the 
Hessian fly. Farmers sow wheai late and thus 
avoid the pest. 

Lafayette—Injury among farmers’ and imple- 
ment dealers elicits the information that in Tip- 
pecanoe County the Hessian fly has not harmed 
the winter wheat. 


OHIO IS FREE FROM THE PEST. 


Little Damage Reported by the Leading 
Farmers of the State. 


Reports from Ohio indicate that the State 
is practically free from the pest. 

Columbus—An interview with the Statistician 
of the Agricultural Department indicates that 
little if any damage wii: be inflicted upon Ohio 
winter wheat by tue Hessian fiy, grub, or other 
insect, judging from present appearances. That 
official says: **The belief expressed Aprii 1 with 
reference to the increase of the wheat prospect 
was not verified during the month of April. and 
May 1 it was found the wheat condition re- 
mained about the same as compared with April 
1, thus demonstrating that the injury was great- 
er than anticipated. This conclusion is reached 
from the almost unanimous expressiou of town- 
ship correspondents. The cropis irregular in 
some jocalities, but there is yet time for improve- 
ment by favorable weather, and the condition 
may be advanced several points before the har- 
vest. There has been some piowing up that wiil 
be shown inano increased acreage of outs and 
other spring crops in many of the counties.,”’ 

Youngstown—larmers report that neither Hes- 
siah fly nor grub has made its appearance in 
this section, and that wheat is looking unusualiy 
well. it had not jointed when frost came. and 
indications are tor a full crop. 

Springtield—Ciark County farmers say the 
Hessian fly grub has done little if any damage to 
wheat in this county forthe reason that on ac- 
count of the dry weather wheat was sown late 
and thus escaped the grub. There is considera- 
bie complaint about cut worms destroying the 
corn, andthis together with the frost recently 
has compelled repianting in many places. 

Hamilton—Of the crops now growing on about 
800 farms in Butler County the indications are 
they will be poor. The wheat has become badiy 
afflicted in some,localities, esvecially on the hign 
lands, by the Hessian fly, which has been feéding 
voraciously on this soil for several weeks past, 
The devastations have been most extraordinary, 
especially in the southern part of the county, 
but just what will be the lost to the farmers is 
bara to tell, althongh it is thought it will 
amount to a great deai. 

Dayton—The farmers of Montgomery and 
Green Counties report that the Hessian fly has 
not appeared in this locality, and give as a rea- 
son the extreme cold of iast winter. Wheat has 
wintered fairly well and is doing nicely. 


LITTLE TRACE OF PEST IN KANSAS, 
a 


Wheat Crop There Greatly Damaged, How- 
ever, by Other Causes, 

Reposts from other points show the Hessian 
fly has not appeared in Missouri or Arkansas, 
and only toa slight extent in Kansas, The 
wheat crop in tne latter State, however, has 
been greatly damaged by drought and chinch 
bugs: 

Macon, Mo.—Information obtained from promi- 
nent farmers and other thoroughly informed re- 
liable sources developes the fact that there are 
no Hessian fly grub affecting the wheat crop 
within a radius of thirty miles surrohnding ‘this 
city. The prospects for a heavy wheat crop are 
much brighter . than they were ten daysago; up 
to that time bugs were doing a little damage in 
some localities, but the late rains and cool 
weather have practically checked them. From 

resent prospects the average wheat crop in this, 
acon County, thirty miles square, will average 
eighteen bushels per acre, if not more. 

Springfield, Mo.—So far no damage to the win- 
ter wheat in this section from tne Hessian fly has 
been reported. Wheat is in fine condition, 
and prospects are good for more than an average 
crop in tne entire southwest part of Missouri. 

Topeka, Kas.—There has been no information 
received at the office uf the State Board of Agri- 
culture showing any damage has been done to 
the wheat crop in Kansas by the Hessian fly grub. 
All indications are that the fields in -this State 
are remarkably free from these pests this year. 

Fort Scott, Kas.—From a number of interviews 
today with prominent farmers of this vicinity it 
was learned while the Hessian fly has not ap- 
peared here that the wheat has been greatiy dam- 
aged by chinch bugs and that the greater portion 
ot wheat has been plowed up for the purpose of 
planting corn. 

Winfield, Kas.—Drought has des 
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FORCED TO GET WHEAT IN CHICAGO, 
Kansas City Has No Grain to Supply the 
Demands.

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Kansas City today at 75 cents a bushel, an 
advance of nearly 30 cents from the extreme 
low price reached last fall. So scarce has 
wheat become in the Southwest, and so high 
have prices gotten, that wheat was bought 
in Chicago today for shipment to this city. 
A special rate of 13% cents a hundred- 
weight has been made for the purpose, and 
it is expected a good deal of wheat will be 
brought here from Chicago. The wheat 
supply East and West has become almost 
wholly exhausted, and crop prospects are 
So poor the few who possess wheat are dis- 
posed to hold it. There are about 300,000 
bushels in Kansas City elevators, but little 
of it is for sale at any price. Chicagd has 
over 20,000,000 bushels in store, and mills 
all over the Central, West, and Southwest © 
have been compelled to go to that city for 
Supplies, doubtless buying back in some 
cases the wheat which was shipped to Chi- 
cago from their own localities last fall, 
when wheat was cheap. The possibility of 
shipping wheat from Chicagoto Kahsas City 
has been talked of for some time past.

WHY THEY RIDE THEIR WHEELS. 


Cyclists Explain the Reasons They Selected 
Their Special Mounts. 

H. A. Colton—Last season I had consider- 
able trouble with my wheel, getting out of 
line for no apparent cause, and I decided to 
have one of another make this year and re- 
sorted to the well-known means of testinga 
frame by squeezing the chain just back of the 
sprocket with the hand and found that the 
Thistle wheel had the stiffest frame of any 
wheel in Chicago. 

R. W. Ransom—My first wheel was a Co- 
lumbia. I now ridea ‘Scout,’ which I re- 
gard as an ideal wheel. The tubing 1s of a 
larger section than almost any other wheel in 
the market, which admits the use of 20x22 
gauge. Allthe lines are perfectly straight, 
making a very rigid frame. With a 3}¢- inch 
crank hanger ithas a marrow tread of 4% 
inches. This closeness of the crank bearings 
with the cranks makes a very small leverage. 
This is the secret of the immediate response 
to the effort exerted on the peda!, which every 
‘* Scout ”’ rider has observed. The tor bar is 
horizontal, while the oblique bar, which ex- 
tends from the crank handle to the saddle, 
joins with this at an angle of 75 degrees, 
This is a desideratum, as it brings the rider 


more forward and over his pedais. A strik- | 


ing effect is obtained by the close embrace 
of the: rear fork with the hub. While the 
flanges 6f the hub are 2% inches apart the 
spread of the rear fork is only 45 inches. 
Here, also, the chain adjustment does not mar 
the neat appearance of the forks. There is no

forging brazed to the ends nor are there any 
unsightly screws. The rear axle extends 
through the forks, which have been flattened 
and reinforced at the ends. Thus the axle 
will never stand out beyond the oblique forks, 
as they move withtheaxie. Thereis alsoano- 
ticeable neatness tn the neck bearings, which 
do not present a bulky display of nickel. The 
forks have no forged or stamped crown, but 
are built of tubing, constructed ‘on an origi- 
nal plap, excelling in strength and lightness. 
The beauty of the ‘‘Scout”’ for lady or gen- 
tlernan ig apparent to everybody and the 
twenty-pound **Scout’”’ roadster, in the opin- 
ion of those who ride it, has no equal. 

J. F. Harnit, -Livingston, Mont.—I ride a 
Columbia because it seems to me the best. 
The crank shaft, self-oiling chain, and quick 
tire are great udvantages. The frame is high 
from the. ground, raising the pedals so they 
are not liable to strike rocks or other obstruc- 
tions, an important point in this country. I 

rode a Model 30 three seasons’ without a 
puncture or accident, and sold it this spring 
for $50. Now I ride a model 40. 

T. D. S.—I ride the “’Varsity ’* because it 
suits my taste and purse. It weighs Tou 
pounds and is the right weight for road riding 
for one of my avoirdupois—115 pounds.
